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good evening it is eight o'clock eastern standard time and the polls are closed in 16 more states abc news 
wishes to project that ronald reagan has won in the state of texas with its 29 electoral votes the polls are still 
open in some parts of the states namely in el paso and there is an important house race there where your 
vote will still count no democrat has won the presidency without carrying texas abc news projects that mr 
reagan has won in the state of new jersey republicans have won it in the last four presidential elections abc 
news projects mr reagan is the winner in the state of missouri with its 11 electoral votes abc news projects 
that mr reagan has won in tennessee he wanted only by half a point in 1980 he wins it again tonight and abc 
news projects that mr reagan is the winner of the eight electoral votes in oklahoma part of his western base 
peter with the additional states closed there are now enough electoral votes voted on and floating around to 
choose a president we now project connecticut to have been to have gone to mr reagan with its eight 
electoral votes kansas or mr reagan seven electoral votes by our projection maine our projection is that 
ronald reagan has carried it and it's four electoral votes delaware our projection is that reagan has carried 
delaware with three electoral votes and here's a big one illinois ronald reagan 24 electoral votes now the first 
victory first victory tonight for walter mondale in the district of columbia three electoral votes vermonter peter 
the electoral vote for mr mondale there in the district of columbia adding up 254 for mr reagan 270 needed to 
win mr reagan is 16 
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270 needed to win mr reagan is 16 short mr mondale has three this is abc news coverage of the 84 vote 
from abc news election headquarters in new york david brinkley and peter jennings [Music] good evening at 
this particular point of the evening the polls are closing as i think we said in 16 more states around the 
country and some of course have been closed for an hour an hour and a half in some cases and we have a 
couple of more projections to make in the state of massachusetts abc news projects that the lieutenant 
governor john kerry has defeated ray shammy the republican that was a place where mr reagan went and 
campaigned rather fervently in the hope of getting ray shami elected over john kerry abc news predicts that 
the former lieutenant governor now the senator elect that was an open race because paul saunders was 
retiring now goes to the democrats abc news also predicts that joe biden is the winner of the senate race in 
the state of delaware he is the incumbent there his opponent was john burris joseph biden who is considered 
a presidential candidate in 88 was running for his second term david now we have two more two more 
senate projections first in new jersey where we project that the incumbent senator bill bradley the great 


baseball star of years past now the incumbent has been re-elected of basketball and baseball has been re- 
elected in new jersey in in oklahoma we project the winner to be david borin who is the incumbent democrat 
david boren in oklahoma for the senate abc news also wants to make a couple of other projections on the 
senate side in the state of kansas we project that nancy casabaum who is running for her second term is the 
winner of the state uh set or the senate race in kansas defeating james mayer the democrat she running as i 
said for her second term 
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i said for her second term in texas here is a very big one a very toughly fought race abc news projects that 
congressman phil graham the republican has defeated the state senator lloyd doggett that is of course an 
open seat in texas it became open when senator john tower decided to retire from the senate to do among 
other things he says teach for a living michigan abc news projects at the moment am i correct that in the 
state of michigan carl levin and again a very tough race for a long period of time has defeated the former 
astronaut and republican jack lousma a lot of money spent in that campaign for carl levin to hold his seat in 
the senate running as he was for his second term peter here's another one this is from tennessee our 
projection is that the winner for the senate in tennessee is albert goer jr son of albert goer who his father who 
served in the senate for a good long time that is the seat occupied now by senator howard baker majority 
leader of the senate who is retiring because i would gather he wants to run for president four years and we 
have one more at the moment in the state of maine the incumbent republican william cohen running for his 
uh cohen i should say to be more specific running for his second term against the state representative 
elizabeth mitchell we project that senator cohen is the winner there elizabeth mitchell one of the 10 women 
running in senate races throughout the country tonight david one of the ten women running against the only 
poet in the united states senate he's a rather good point yeah quite respected he once in a while he gets ata 
slim volume of a verse and passes it around washington we all read it great pleasure people often wonder 
you know where they first heard his name on the national scene and i think it was probably from the judiciary 
committee during watergate when he got a lot of publicity it was he was ready to uh to impeach nixon before 
most other republicans were that's right now the as i say there are enough electoral votes out now loose 
voted on and we will no doubt 
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loose voted on and we will no doubt soon have them to elect a president as soon as we have them we'll 
bring them to it can we take a quick look at that electoral board again because as i said those projections uh 
both at the presidential level and the senate level have been coming fairly fast mr reagan has 254 electoral 
votes at the moment mr mondale has three which he picked up in the district of columbia 270 needed to win 
in just a moment by the way there's the popular vote at the moment we're now up to four percent of the 
popular vote and the spread remains about the same as the vote piles up now out into the midwest uh with 
mr reagan having 61 percent of the vote just a little more than a million almost 2 million mr mondale with 39 
percent of the vote when we come back which we will do in just a minute or so we'll talk to james baker the 
chief of staff at the white house almost guess what he thinks about this evening so far easy to get [Music] 
abc news coverage of the 84 vote continues shortly after eight in the east we brought you our projected 
returns from 22 states where the polls are closed there are four states where the polls are closed that we are 
unable to call as yet because the results are too close they are michigan pennsylvania maryland and 
massachusetts we'll have them sooner or later david just to get away from the numbers for a second and talk 
a little bit about the personalities in the campaign maxine isaacs who was walter mondale's uh press 
secretary tells us what he has been doing this evening he has among other things been preparing a 
statement for his supporters but has also been over to see his father-in-law in the hospital who fell the other 
day and broke his legs and then i guess this is not at all unexpected edward rollins who is the president's 
campaign manager was asked a sure while ago whether or not he thought the president was going to sweep 
50 states he said not yet but it is close which leads us to james baker who is the white house chief of staff 
and who joins us this evening from a hotel room it looks it can only be a hotel room uh in los angeles uh quite 
close to of course where the president is watching 
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course where the president is watching electoral return mr baker are you like to make the same uh 
predictions that mr rollins is making that the president may take 50 states well i i don't uh i wouldn't differ with 
uh with that prediction peter as long as you say might because uh it looks like the projections that you've got 
there are very very encouraging in that direction i do think that uh that it looks like the president will uh will 
get a very very significant uh proportion of the popular vote tonight and uh and and should take clearly the 
majority of the states i want to ask you a slightly philosophical question i want to know whether you think at 
the end of this campaign people have understood the issues or do they really just understand the slogans no 
you know i think uh i think people do understand the issues uh i've i've read a lot as i'm sure you have that uh 
the the campaign's all fluff and and pretty pictures and balloon drops and that sort of thing but i i tend to 
disagree with that and i think one reason that the president has been so strong throughout this election is 
because the american people appreciate the record of the first four years and we've had two records here in 
this campaign to contrast and we hope and believe that we've contrasted those records effectively um are 
you going to stay in the white house after the election well i've said i'm going to do what the president wants 
me to david and uh wait a minute i have every indication hold on you will want to hear this we now project the 
winner in michigan to be mr reagan which gives him the electoral votes to make him president for a second 
term it gives him a total of 274. now you don't always get news that good when you get on the television no 
you're you're absolutely right and that is superb news and we haven't even gotten to the west yet all right no 
270 votes and that's that makes mr reagan jim thank you thanks very much for being with us i can't always 
uh give you news i'd like to hold him around for a second if i may let's let's let me just make a couple of 
points here both candidates do you mind 
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points here both candidates do you mind standing by for one minute mr baker not a bit both candidates by 
the way have agreed that they are not going to concede and they are not going to claim victory until all the 
polls are closed and that includes in california which will be 11 o'clock just under two hours from now eastern 
standard time at least we're operating on in these clocks and we're going to remind you again that even 
though we've projected the president has enough electoral votes to be reelected there are very important 
races all around the country let me come back having said that to you mr baker and and ask you a self- 
interest question the president gave his uh last news conference to the press in july if all these projections 
are correct and we believe they are mr reagan is re-elected is he going to be more accessible to the press in 
the second term well i think he's going to be as accessible he's been in the first and i really can't accept the 
uh except the premise of your question of peter because after all this is the first incumbent president in 
history i suppose with a 20-point lead in the polls who's ever agreed to debate his opponent in the in the 
context of a general election campaign in addition to that while he hadn't held as many formal evening press 
conferences perhaps as some others if you add up all the times that he's spent in interviews and with the 
press they come to a significant amount of time i'm not so sure it's uh it's the number of evening press 
conferences that ought to be counted after all jimmy carter in 1980 when he ran for this office only held six 
press conferences and president reagan's held five already this year so all right one question if i may about 
policy and again we base it on our projections the polls have not all yet closed what would you like the 
president to take as his absolute first priority in a second term well it's not a question of what i would like for 
him to take it's a question of what he has already said his uh absolute first priority is going to be and uh he 
spoke to that question yesterday when when asked he said he said his top priority is going to be peace uh 
and the negotiation or or the the obtaining of a meaningful arms reduction agreement with the soviet union 
that's on the foreign side as far as the domestic side is concerned 
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as far as the domestic side is concerned he's made it clear that major federal spending reductions and tax 
simplification are going to be his major priorities well in the meantime mr becker i have some more good 
news for you the republicans i'll stay here as long as you've got it all right fine we have two projections in the 


races for governor first in missouri our projection is that the winner is the attorney general john ashcroft a 
republican and in delaware our projection is that the winner is the lieutenant governor michael castle a 
republican in delaware those are people mr baker you and if you stay in the white house you and the others 
will be dealing with the next thank you very much for being with us thank you david right um david you were 
talking about the senate races a little while earlier we now have phil gramm standing by in in college station 
texas who is the winner by the abc news production in the senate race in texas an open seat as we said 
because john tower is retiring um senator elected graham if our projections are correct thank you very much 
for joining us why do you think you won well peter i think we won for the simplest and most old-fashioned 
reasons and that is i was right on the issues facing texas and america i had been a leader in the house and 
the adoption of the reagan program that program is working for the working people of texas back before the 
republican convention was being held in dallas texas was seen as pretty much of a toss-up between mr 
mondale and mr reagan what do you think went bad for the democrats down there well i don't know that it 
was so much things going bad to the democrats is that things went well for the people of texas our economy 
is booming despite the flatness of the oil market despite the peso devaluation we've had 850 000 new jobs in 
texas under the reagan program the inflation rate has come to a standstill in our state we're in a building 
boom in several of our big cities and i think the overwhelming feeling of the people of texas was that the 
reagan program was working they were going to re-elect reagan to 
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they were going to re-elect reagan to see that program through to a successful conclusion and obviously i'm 
happy tonight that they decided to send me to the senate to give me a bigger shovel in doing more work on it 
than i ever had in the house well you were a democrat until rather recently mr graham and in fact in in the 
house the democrats are angry at you because they thought you were working with the republicans more 
closely than with them right they were right okay fine now you're a republican and you and your opponent ran 
what people keep telling us was a dirty campaign would you so describe it well it was a tough campaign 
obviously you're talking to me you're going to get my perspective yeah i thought my opponent could not run 
on his record had to try to attack me obviously i was more closely identified with the president than any 
member of the house and trying to run against me on my record was tough so my opponent decided to 
attack me personally that's behind us the race is over and if if in fact your projections are right and i win i'm 
going to be representing my opponent along with the other people in texas and i'm putting all that bitterness 
behind me phil graham in college station texas thank you very much for joining us this year thank you peter 
sandovanokura is as i said earlier covering the senate for us he's in washington now and he is with the 
present senate majority leader and the outgoing senator from tennessee howard baker sandy thank you 
gentlemen uh senator uh you're retiring the senate majority leader you've joined two law firms you're on the 
board of cadet newspapers make this official tonight are you going to declare your candidacy right on the air 
tonight not tonight sandy but i tell you what let me come back in a couple of years we'll talk about it again do 
you uh plan to run for the presidency i would like to run for president i make no bones about that but i i can't i 
shouldn't make that decision until much later so what i intend to do is to practice law and tend to save 
enough time to travel around the country and to keep my political contacts alive and then i'll make a 
judgment on what to do 
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then i'll make a judgment on what to do probably right after the 1986 election i ask you this because you've 
been there you won't be here now presidents even when they win overwhelmingly second term they have 
trouble with the senate of the united states i cater others have had it what do you think is going to be the 
future for ronald reagan i think ronald reagan will get along very well with the senate i think he's going to 
have an enhanced majority in the senate i think that his sweep this time and the uh uh improved numbers on 
the republican side will also have a sobering effect on the democratic opposition i think he'll do very well 
could i invite closure yes or no for 88 oh let's wait and see okay thank you very much for coming by senator 
good luck sandy thank you very much and thank you senator baker just a couple of reminders we are now 
again between 8 and 8 30 in eastern standard time which means the state the polls are still open uh in more 


than 25 states around the country so you still have a chance to vote if you are in arizona for example where 
the states are still open for another armor you have a chance to vote on whether or not to give the state 
legislature the right to set limits on hospitals or to set rate limits on hospital costs if you're in oregon you have 
a chance to vote on whether or not the state should have a death penalty we'll be back in just a moment one 
more state has closed its polls arkansas our projection is that arkansas has gone to ronald reagan with its six 
electoral votes now 280 for mr reagan three for monday the three being from the district of columbia now 
we're going to talk to barry serafin who has been keeping track of the national trends as the votes have come 
in barry keeping track him at the moment to speak to him david and peter let's take a look at some of the 
basics so far president reagan is winning among both men and women very handily among men uh his 
support stronger there as it has been all along he's taking about two-thirds of the vote among men 62 
percent to 37

and uh 37 for mr mondale and among women uh it's still ronald reagan 55 for 58 percent to 42 there's been 
so much talk about registration and as you see mr wagon is also taking young voters and new voters among 
new voters 61 to 39 percent the president is winning among all age groups not just the young he's winning 
among all income groups so far except the poorest those making less than five thousand dollars a year the 
strong leadership issue seems to be working for him one issue not working against him is the president's age 
only 10 percent of the voters that we've been questioning say that's an issue with them or a concern to them 
and that's actually a smaller number than uh four years ago when mr reagan was 69. barry barry can ask a 
question you've been watching this stuff all year for us with great excellence i might add do you see any 
single surprise there this evening at all i really don't see any surprise so far peter i do see some evidence in 
some states of a of breaking coattails which we may talk about a little later on tonight there's been a lot of 
speculation about that and i think we'll be able to point to some places where it's where they exist thank you 
very much by the way speaking of some place that doesn't need coattails and some place that we have not 
yet projected because it really wasn't necessary if i can find it in louisiana jay bennett johnson uh is staying in 
the senate uh he was unopposed because back in september september 25th i think it was he won the 
primary in louisiana with more than 25 now the polls are still open in louisiana but jay bennett johnson who is 
the uh senator from there he was elected and was actually elected he's been elected so it didn't be on 
somebody's board we could have rejected that three three months ago had we felt called on to do so in fact 
we did so that uh election is settled you know uh there are no surprises as as barry says except in some of 
the 
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as barry says except in some of the upset races such as the senate in kentucky but this may not be a 
surprise because we saw it coming but it is astonishing nevertheless to find that young people 18 to 24 years 
old college age a little beyond are voting very heavily for the republicans that's the exact opposite of our 
experience in the past and i have a projection abc news now projects that uh mr reagan has won or is the 
winner in the state of pennsylvania with its 25 electoral votes uh that was when the democrats really wanted 
very very badly large italian vote among other things you can see now what that means in terms of electoral 
votes 305 for mr reagan three for walter mondale and we remind you that those three for mr mondeo have 
come in the district of columbia joining us joining us in washington now are the respective chairmans of the 
democratic national committee and the republican national committee seen from left to right on your screen 
charles minnett who is the chairman of the dnc and frank farrenkopf uh who isn't looking as happy as mr 
monad at the moment that's better uh who was the chairman of the republican national committee mr minette 
let me start with you um as bad as you expected well i'm glad that you uh both projected bennett uh johnson 
the winner in louisiana i thought you were holding back on him a little bit tonight uh i think you know 
obviously the polls are still open on the west coast and other areas we have to see what uh develops in uh 
the other time zones in other states it isn't all that encouraging but we're trying to get out the vote and 
hanging in there well i know you're a californian mr manat and that's where you make your home but that 
western part of the country is really tradition let's put california aside for a second is real bedrock country for 


mr reagan they're only 47 electoral votes in in california give us a little more a broader picture of what you 
think is going on well what uh we democrats of course have been doing as you know these last uh three or 
four years is 
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last uh three or four years is renewing the party building certain infrastructure as far as uh trying to catch up 
frankly to what the republicans uh did under mr brock in the 70s mr farenkov in the early part of the 80s i 
think the senate races the house races uh tonight are going to give us encouragement i'm obviously hopeful 
in the presidential race still so uh we're hanging in there and we want to get that maximum vote out all over 
the country mr found off what do you think about that mr munnet still hanging on he says and hoping that to 
pull it out what do you think well david you know chuck and i as the president mr mondale have all agreed 
that no one is going to claim victory or give a concession speech until we were sure that all americans 
particularly those on the west coast have had an opportunity to exercise the franchise as chuck's from 
california i'm from nevada and i have just as much interest to make sure that everyone gets out and votes on 
the west coast we're very heartened by what we've seen so far particularly the fact that as we sit here now it 
appears that we have a net pickup of one seat uh in the united states senate we picked up a couple of house 
seats in kentucky i'm sorry and uh it looks like we've picked up a couple of house seats in indiana so uh from 
from this perspective early in the evening uh well we're very pleased with what the president is doing we're 
also very happy with what we see in the congressional basis mr farrenkov going into this election tonight a lot 
of republicans were talking about a real realignment in the country an absolutely historic shift of voters do 
you think that's what may be going on oh i don't think so peter you know uh i have been saying for some time 
that realignment comes in two ways the first wave is a philosophical realignment and i certainly believe that 
that's been going on for some time i think that watergate perhaps uh held us back a little bit but certainly the 
election of the president in 1980 was the first sign that it was back and i think this will be a reaffirming 
election uh use of either welfare state and an opportunity society but when you talk about the other 
realignment that is party registration realignment and realignment from the standpoint of elected officials i 
think we're seeing 
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elected officials i think we're seeing the start of that now particularly with the young vote that you've seen 
we're registering and did register with more young people at almost the two to one odds than democrats did 
that's the start i think of the sign that uh means in the next few elections we have an opportunity uh to 
become the majority party mr farrenkoff and mr menace we hope to talk to both of you perhaps later in the 
evening thank you very much for joining us the two of them are in the headquarters hotels in washington 
where they're planning what they hope will be victory they both expect to have or hope to have victory parties 
with with balloons and so on peter we have another projection to make david in the state of arkansas abc 
news now wants to protect in the governor's race there that bill clinton who was the incumbent democrat that 
little star on your screen there means he is the incumbent uh is going to be elected as the governor of 
arkansas he's only 38 years old he was a governor once before then he was out of it and now he comes 
back with another shot and he defeats woody freeman who's never run for elective office at this level before 
and uh among other things he's a vietnam veteran there he as you say he was in they got voted out and i 
was back in he was the youngest governor in the country and i think maybe the first time he decided he 
wasn't quite old enough and he needed two years of season it's only 38 now it's amazing the number of 
people running around the country worth looking at before the evening out the age and how young 
candidates for all of these offices all the way across the country are we'll be back in just a [Music] moment 
back we want to remind you that despite the projections and despite uh the fact that abc news is not 
projected president reagan has enough votes to go over the top what has he got now 305 electoral votes the 
polls are still open in over half the states around the country for example if you live there's the electoral vote 
we're looking at that if you live in providence rhode island you still have some time left to go and vote ona 


local proposition which argues that there should be money spent to renovate your schools in providence now 
that's a very important matter to your children if you live in colorado you can go out and vote in a proposition 
as to whether or not there should be 
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as to whether or not there should be gambling in pueblo county we remind you of things only to remind you 
that just because the president is piling up electoral votes around the country this night is not by any means 
over there are even four initiatives across the country in which you can vote to cut your taxes which is uh i 
would say worth doing if it can be working to get those up now yes the thing the democrats in washington 
would love most of all is the republicans in washington would love most of all is to replace tip o'neill as 
speaker of the house they would have to win a whole lot of seats to do it it seems unlikely but charles gibson 
is is covering that for us charlie does that look possible david i don't think so that takes a switch of 50 votes 
in the house and there is no sign so far obviously that that kind of thing is going to happen uh people 
complain that there is no mystery anymore on election night well we've got some mystery it's going to be the 
house of representatives no one knows really yet and we are watching about 100 races very closely no one 
knows really yet whether the president's coattails are extending well into house races now we have some 
critical house races that we are able to call at this time only one switch so far that is in the eighth district of 
indiana where francis mccloskey has been defeated by a 27 year old richard mcintyre but the democrats 
really weren't terribly surprised by that they were very worried about the second district of indiana where phil 
sharp always has a tough race for reelection and we are projecting even though that shows it to be dead 
even we are projecting that phil sharp is going to carry uh the district in uh well there's some switches at the 
declares that we have declared and projected that sharp is going to carry the second district in indiana and 
there is one other that we should mention it's the seventh district of virginia it's an open race the democrats 
had some hopes for it uh but frenchie slaughter an old delegate from the state of virginia is now going to 
come to the congress uh there was some uh battle there because the slaughter had very uh strong feelings 
on the racial issue and it was part of the massive resistance program in virginia back in the past but 
slaughter is coming to the house from the seventh district of virginia that is the culprit in 
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of virginia that is the culprit in winchester areas but the point that needs to be made is that on the races that 
we are checking that are still cannot be called yet we do find that the democratic congressional candidates 
are running well ahead of walter mondale the problem that the democrats have is that ronald reagan is 
winning such overwhelming victories in so many states up in the mid 60s and percentages that it is very 
difficult for democratic candidates to overcome that it takes a massive amount of ticket splitting for the 
democratic congressional candidates to overcome that we find as i say that they're running ahead of 
mondale but as of yet no indications whether the reagan coattails are going to significantly change the 
composition of the house gentlemen charlie thank you i as you say it's impossible at this hour to tell what the 
composition of the house is going to turn out to be now i have a projection from north carolina in the race for 
the senate our projection is that jesse helms the incumbent republican senator is re-elected in north carolina 
here is the vote figure as we have it now helms with 55 hunt with 44. jesse helms republican incumbent 
reelected in north carolina here's a look at the winner [Applause] [Music] to conservative admirers jesse 
helms is a hero a guru of the new right even according to the moral majority's reverend jerry falwell a 
national treasure to his critics he is a bigot and a dangerous meddler in foreign policy too cozy with latin 
american right-wing extremists such as el salvador's roberto dobason the 63-year-old helms a former 
television commentator and two-term member of the senate has been an outspoken opponent of busing a 
martin luther king holiday and abortion and an equally outspoken advocate of school prayer and defense 
backing the only way to prevent war is to be able to fight 
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to prevent war is to be able to fight and win one that's the way to halt communism helms based his campaign 
primarily on months of television commercials attacking his challenger governor james hunt jim hunt a 
mondale liberal by the end of september helms had already spent a record 13 million dollars in his re- 
election effort that spending and helm's prominence within conservative ranks made his the most closely 
watched senate race in the country especially in view of speculation that he might be in a position to claim 
chairmanship of the prestigious foreign relations committee a prospect that has excited his fans and horrified 
his critics gentlemen well the helms thank you very much helms victory in north carolina certainly will please 
a lot of people beyond the boundaries of north carolina and it's going to turn considerable attention out of the 
senate race in illinois where the chairman of the senate foreign relations committee charles percy is in a very 
tough price with congressman paul simon who's the democrat abc news now wishes to project the state of 
maryland at the presidential level the state of maryland for president reagan now that is normally a very 
strong democratic state mr reagan getting 58 percent of the vote that's one of only six states that went for mr 
carter in 1980 mr reagan did run ahead in the polls earlier this evening or earlier in the campaign i should say 
but mr mondale had hoped very much as had the democrats that they would be able to hold the state of 
maryland abc news projects it has gone to mr reagan with 10 electoral votes david i have a projection from 
west virginia in the race for governor and our projection is that governor jay rockefeller democrat has been 
elected to the senate jay rockefeller governor of west virginia democrat elected to the senate with 56 percent 
of the book now the reverend jerry falwell who has become something of a figure in this year's election a 
good number of democrats in fact have been running against him even though he is not a candidate for 
anything 
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is not a candidate for anything uh mr falwell thank you for coming in are you upset by the fact that you've 
been used as a sort of hobgoblin by the democrats oh not at all i they've got to pick on somebody and that 
got them off the president's back well are you happy with what you've seen so far tonight i know you are well 
i'm a baptist and i'm not supposed to get excited like pentecostals but i'm getting very close to it very happy 
with it good mr falwell let me ask you the moral majority is now becoming sort of part of our national currency 
what is your legislative agenda for a second reagan term well it's not so much what my legislative agenda is i 
think that uh now that the president is uh has a mandate i think you'll see some meaningful arms reductions 
negotiations going on and the soviets know now they must deal with a very strong president and uh in 
addition to that i think you'll see some of the social issues becoming front burner items again i feel that 
appointments to the high court and contrary to what mr mondale said i'll not make those appointments the 
president will but i believe that judging from the quality of mrs o'connor his only appointment thus far uh we 
can trust the president to select candidates who will stand for the sanctity of human life born and unborn and 
who will stand up for a strict interpretation of the constitution so i i see so many good things up front uh i i the 
senate he's going to retain control now from all the projections that seem to be in no one expected mr 
mcconnell to win in kentucky it looks like he will and so in the house i would suggest he'll pick up about 30 
seats there which is effective control so it looks like the president can really do the things that he went to 
washington to do four years ago 30 seats you say in the house where'd you get that figure that's that's my 
guess and i i've i've agreed to eat a newspaper here if i'm wrong so i hope i'm right our exit polls are showing 
that 69 percent of people who describe themselves as born against christians born-again christians are are 
voting for the president and you mentioned mr mondale's charge that you'd have a veto on appointments to 
the supreme court surely you'd like to have a say about that wouldn't you well you know many of us worked 
on the 
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well you know many of us worked on the platform with committees and subcommittees in dallas and before 
that and in detroit four years ago the platform for the republican party is an excellent one it addresses the 
issue not only at the supreme court level but all federal judge appointments are to be persons who are 
committed to the sanctity of human life for the constitutional rights of the born and the unborn so i feel the 
president i think it's his platform i think he's pleased with it and i feel that in the next four years ronald reagan 


is going to make the appointments i i've never been asked for a name i don't have any names in mind but i 
did work for ronald reagan and i believe in him as a great majority of the americans in this country do we help 
register millions of voters the last six years through moral majority and they're out of the polls today 
everywhere voting if snow was up to their hips they would have gone because they're committed to helping 
rebuild this country and ronald reagan is a part of that mr falwell let me try to ask you if it's possible to stand 
back from your partisan position for a moment religion and politics got all mixed up in this election campaign i 
wonder whether or not you think it will continue and whether if it does continue it's a good thing well i think for 
200 years religion politics really have been involved with each other in this country last sunday for example 
mr mondale spoke at a black church and he spoke a political message that didn't make many headlines if 
ronald reagan had been at thomasville baptist church last sunday in lynchburg it would have made front page 
everywhere i think it's been totally blown out of proportions because uh because conservative ministers for 
the first time are involved we we have a hundred and two thousand priests rabbis pastors involved with us in 
moral majority six and a half billion active workers and having a great growth we're going to register a million 
voters in 1985 we will continue to answer your question we'll be in church lobbies and church lawns 
registering voters every year from now on and come 88 will be much stronger than we are now what has 
happened is this for the first time political conservatives and religious conservatives have joined forces 
together and uh we've 
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have joined forces together and uh we've both had to give a little bit take a little bit make some compromise 
but uh we constitute a massive majority in this country because this country is still built upon the judeo- 
christian tradition so we're very happy and praise the lord for what's happening tonight mr falwell thank you 
thanks very much for coming in talking with us we'll be back with more election numbers in a moment we 
projected alabama where the polls closed some time ago what we did not report was that a candidate for 
office there running for congress ran a commercial making fun of the fact that his opponent was losing some 
of his hair which antagonized most of the men in the district who also were which proves nothing except you 
don't have to be a genius to run for congress let's have a quick look david before we go away at the electoral 
vote there you can see the electoral vote mr reagan has 315 electoral votes mr mondale has three a 
reminder every school child in america always ends up learning it and forgetting it an electoral vote one for 
each senator and one for each congressman in every state that's how you get the total that is the national 
picture at 52 minutes past the hour it is nine o'clock eastern standard time it is eight o'clock in the midwest 
abc wishes to make the following projections for president in the state of louisiana the 10 electoral votes abc 
news projects will go for mr reagan he won it in 1980 he gets it this time in colorado where the midwest ends 
and the mountains begin abc projects mr reagan will win colorado gary hart's home state the republican in 
every one of the last four elections in arizona where the population shift has given arizona an extra one 
electoral votes this year abc news projects mr reagan and in the state of nebraska typical of mr reagan's 
strength in the plains state abc news projects the five electoral votes will go to mr reagan and we have more 
projections new mexico 
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and we have more projections new mexico also for mr reagan five electoral votes in new mexico in north 
dakota ronald reagan three electoral votes south dakota ronald reagan three electoral votes by our 
projections and in wyoming ronald reagan three electoral votes so up to this hour it is a clean sweep of every 
state so far for president reagan with three electoral votes for walter mondale in the district of columbia 
exactly live from new york and around the nation abc news coverage of the 84 vote continues here now 
david brinkley and peter jennings we have a couple of more projections to make the first one is in rhode 
island i think isn't it the incumbent senator is running for another term the fifth term i think which would give 
him 30 years in the senate apparently plans to make a career of it and in colorado the incumbent senator 
armstrong we project bill armstrong we project he has been elected for a second term the incumbent 
republican senator in colorado he's running the there against lieutenant governor nancy dick who is uh we've 
been pointing out a little bit this evening is one of 10 women who is running for the senate this evening we 


may have misled people a little bit earlier okay there you go another projection in minnesota rudy boschwitz 
the republican senator reelected in minnesota rudy boschwitz republican reelected by our projection running 
for his uh second term and he was running against joan grow the democrat there who was a teacher rudy 
boschwitz win we also have a projection to make in the state of new mexico where pete domenici the 
incumbent democrat or i should say the incumbent republican we project will regain his seat running for a 
third term in new mexico for the senate he is of course chairman of the senate budget committee here's 
another one in south dakota abc news projects that larry pressler the republican incumbent will win his

the republican incumbent will win his seat again in south dakota coming fast and furious here why don't you 
just stand up here and give them to us thank you very much now wyoming in wyoming we we projected 
republican incumbent senator alan simpson re-elected that's a simpson of the simpson-mazzoli immigration 
bill which didn't quite pass and in the state of arkansas where david pryor who is the incumbent democrat 
keeps a sign on his desk saying arkansas comes first that's the sign he keeps on his desk in washington we 
projected david pryor the incumbent democrat in the state of arkansas is going to be returned having 
defeated congressman ed bethune who is the republican there yeah now one of the uh for a time earlier it 
looked as if governor rockefeller of west virginia was in a bit of trouble in his race to the senate but 
apparently now he's pulled it out and we have projected him an hour or so ago as the winner why it was and 
it was a close race why are all kinds of reasons well you've had two two terms as governor david and i guess 
that creates a lot of negative things or the state had lost some industry and that didn't make them all together 
too popular and a lot of the labor unions uh in in west virginia uh were not altogether happy with their 
democratic candidate and i think didn't work as hard or at least diluted the effect they may have had on the 
race that's what it's looking like in the in in the senate race in west virginia now with nine percent of the 
precincts reporting with uh jay rockefeller having 55 to 45 that as you said earlier is not the way the uh the 
closing polls the closing pre-election polls were like by any means a lot of people in west virginia i think have 
resented the fact that he has spent tremendous tons of money to be first elected governor and now to be 
elected senator senator thurmond of south carolina came into the state to campaign against it and he said 
spending of that size was as he put it almost corrupting the rockefeller responded it was all legal all proper 
and it's certainly legal abc news now 
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and it's certainly legal abc news now also wants to make another presidential projection in the state of west 
virginia abc news projects that mr reagan will pick up the six electoral votes there again that's one of the only 
of the six states that went for mr carter in 1980 normally is strong democratic state but the pre-election polls 
did show mr reagan ahead even though walter mondale and the democrats had hoped they would do well in 
west virginia west virginia six electoral votes for mr ring peter i'd like to point out to our viewers this map over 
our shoulders here and explain what it is the red states are states that we have projected having gone for mr 
reagan red r reagan that's why we chose red the white states we have not yet rejected because either 
because their polls have not closed as in the case of the western states or in some not in the west they're too 
close to call at this hour as you see there's new york massachusetts still out the blue dot on the top of the 
state of virginia is the district of columbia which is the one area walter mondale has carried tonight as you 
see except for that the map is all of those states we have projected map is entirely totally grand for reagan 
now in just a minute we are going to talk to a man who has seen a lot of time on the campaign trail this year 
and it will be interesting to hear what he has to say about tonight senator gary hart of colorado will join us 
right after this [Music] here is a projection that will be particularly distressing to the mondale campaign we 
project that the state of massachusetts has gone for ronald reagan massachusetts president reagan 13 
electoral votes mr reagan barely carried with a fraction of one percent barely carried massachusetts four 
years ago and prior to that as you will recall when nixon got his huge landslide

when nixon got his huge landslide it was the only state that went for george mcgovern we have another 
projection in rhode island where there is no incumbent or there is but he is retiring and not running again the 
winner is edward de print a republican a republican governor elected in rhode island is that the predator 
treaty it's the decree in rhode island and that which you said was an open seat um speaking of 
massachusetts and mcgovern we're going to talk in a moment to senator gary hart but before we do you're 
seeing the presidential vote pile up all you have to do is take a look at that map based on our projections but 
something else that is really shaping up this evening is a really very big battle for the house of 
representatives particularly and so in many parts of the midwest and of course in the west where the polls 
are still open your vote is going to count and for example we talked a lot earlier this evening about those 
propositions if you live in des moines um there is still almost an hour left for you to vote on whether or not the 
city library should spend more than two million dollars to buy computers uh for the libraries if you happen to 
live in the state of washington uh there is a very important proposition on the ballot up there as to whether or 
not the state should be prohibited from paying for abortions so we offer this to you as a reminder in those 
parts of the country where the polls have not yet closed uh that you have an opportunity to affect some very 
significant things in your and your fellow citizens lives now joining us from to be perfectly honest somewhere 
in colorado i'm not altogether sure where senator gary hart who you will recall through much of the primary 
campaign was walter mondale's primary opponent senator hart thank you for joining us let me ask you first 
whether or not you think that any democrat this year could have beaten ronald reagan well i think that's a 
hypothetical question that we'll never know the answer to i think first of all we have to congratulate the 
president on his showing but i also want to say a word on prince mondale's behalf he waged a decent and 
courageous campaign i was with him earlier this year this fall when he decided to try to win the presidency 
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presidency he could have opted to try to carry the democratic states and and lose respect respectably if you 
will but he wanted to win and i thought it was the right choice at the time and i think it says volumes about 
him i don't think a great many people would disagree with you on mr mondale's grace in adversity senator uh 
particularly in the waning days of the campaign would you like to take another run at that question as to 
whether or not you think anybody might have done better you used to say that you'd do better no i don't i 
don't want to take a run at it you don't want to take a run out no i think it's a it's hypothetical and it doesn't 
serve any particular purpose now to to try to speculate as to what might have happened under different 
circumstances i think chris mondale uh waged a tremendously courageous campaign and my hat is off to 
him senator we have some figures here from exit polling during the day that we find interesting and i think 
maybe you will it shows what those who voted for you during the primaries did today and what it shows is 
that 71 percent of those who voted for you in the primaries voted for mondale 29 of them voted for reagan 
does that surprise you i think mr brinkley when the dust settles and the and all the figures are in that a much 
higher percentage of heart supporters across the country will have voted for walter mondale i think 70 
percent is good i think it'll be well above 80 or more percent fundamentally i disagree with ronald reagan on 
virtually all the issues and i can't really see a lot of people who voted for me crossing over and voting for 
ronald reagan senator very early in the campaign you uh you were very determined to tell the democratic 
party that uh you were the person of the future for the party that it was going down the wrong road if this 
continues all the way across the country but even based on what you see now what's the message for the 
democratic party well first of all a lot of new democrats are winning election and re-election in the senate in 
the house and other races the leadership of our party rests with the generation elected in the 70s and i think 
that generation is both progressive as well as rooted in the traditional values and principles of the democratic 
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values and principles of the democratic party i think the the future of our party is extremely bright frankly i 
discount or disagree with the theory that this is some sort of a realignment or a massive shift of the center in 
this country uh to the uh the reagan right senator democratic i apologize can i interrupt you for just one 
second because we'd like you to go on but we want to make an important projection abc news now projects 
that mr reagan has won in the state of new york which among other things is the home state of geraldine 


ferraro the democrats had hoped very much that ms ferrara would help in the state of new york abc news 
projects that mr reagan will win in the state of new york with its 36 electoral votes that is the second largest 
number of electoral votes in the country second only to california uh senator what do you think about that 
well that's unfortunate i clearly the democrats would love to have carried that state it's a traditionally 
democratic state i believe we will come back we have a very strong and and popular democratic governor 
governor there governor cuomo and senator moynihan and others that is that is going to continue to be a 
democratic state in the 80s and 90s well senator this may this must be a bit distressing during the primaries 
you seem to have a particular appeal for younger people we find today and in fact our polls have been 
showing it for some time that young people of 18 to 24 years are voting very heavily for mr reagan what do 
you make of that well it's too bad we have to get those voters back they they ought to be democratic across 
the board on virtually all the issues whether environmental quality increased attention to education job 
opportunities uh foreign policy that's based on diplomacy uh reining in the arms race and not expanding it 
they agree with our party and our leaders we have to put people forward and we will put people forward who 
appeal to those voters and i think you're going to see in the future that the younger voters will be coming 
back to the democratic party senator thank you thank you my pleasure thank you we we have been dealing 
with uh with numbers for a great deal of this evening let's try to deal for a moment now with 
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let's try to deal for a moment now with the two personalities who led their carry their party's banners in this 
flags i suspect that sam donaldson has been with president reagan and brick hume has been with mr 
mondale and know their candidates just as well as anybody we'd like to hear from both of them as to what 
they think their candidates may be thinking sammy we begin with you well peter everyone's happy here at 
the reagan headquarters in los angeles at the century plaza hotel but it's not a great euphoric scene people 
aren't running up and down the corners slapping each other on the back just sort of a sense of quiet 
satisfaction a few minutes ago reporters and photographers went upstairs to see the president and mrs 
reagan and ask him a few questions we asked him for instance uh what he would do with this very broad and 
deep mandate which he's won tonight we're going to carry on the program that we started four years ago 
what is your company with economic growth without inflation well a strong defense every effort we can make 
to president get arms reductions but to what extent do you think you can do something new to get the soviets 
to what are we going to do they're the ones who walked away from the table what are they going to do do 
you expect big shake up sir uh you're going to change the cabinet a lot of new faces no but i believe i know 
that always at the end of that interview we asked him what he had to say to walter mondale because 
although mr reagan has never lost an election he certainly lost primaries and he lost the nomination in 1976 
but he replied that he didn't think there was anything he could say that would make mondiale feel any better 
but he said he wanted to reach out and sort of unify the country and reach out toward people who had not 
supported him in this election so you get the sense that ronald reagan is not going to rub anyone's nose in it 
uh because of this huge landslide that he's getting but instead he's going to attempt to get everybody back 
into the 
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attempt to get everybody back into the fold so that he can try to push forward with that mandate he thinks he 
has gentlemen sam thank you now we're going to brit hume who is in minnesota with the mondale uh 
campaign and i understand he has a response to what mr reagan has been saying well david uh mondale at 
the moment is in wisconsin a hotel suite just a couple of blocks from the saint paul civic center which is 
where i'm standing now there's kind of a noisy rock band playing behind me before a small milling crowd it is 
relatively early still out here in minnesota but everybody's watching television and they know what's going on 
and obviously mr mondale does too earlier this evening he spoke to a dinner of his staff an estimated 500 or 
more people gathered in a private room at another hotel and he is said to have told them that he knew that 
they had done what they did for him this year for the good of the country and also said to have told them that 
they will remember this year as one in which they learn more than they ever have before in their adult life he 
was apparently wildly cheered and applauded and there were some tears i gather if this trend continues 


tonight there will be some more cheers before it is over he is not expected to come here to be heard in any 
way before the polls close in california which is uh just under two hours from now what we have seen in mr 
mondale today although he obviously knew such a thing was uh such a thing was possible uh as has seems 
to be unfolding here tonight he has uh again today managed to maintain good spirits and seems to have 
done so as well tonight i want to ask you a question a lot of people remark tonight on how graceful mr 
mondale and how determined he's been in the days when the polls were running against him when he was 
going around brandishing the newspaper from the from 48 about dewey defeating truman how much of it did 
he believe and how much of it was to keep the spirits up for the troops i think it was largely to keep the spirits 
up for the troops uh peter he knew in the aftermath of the second debate when he sat down with his aides 
about three days later and they went over all the polls their own and everybody else's that were then 
available and found that the consensus of the polls was indeed the 
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polls was indeed the unanimous view of the polls was that he had either not gained any ground or that he 
had begun to lose ground again to mr reagan that they really didn't have any other turning point that they 
could look toward for victory so he has known for some time that this was uh not not a good situation not one 
which promised victory you know he put on this burst i think for the party and for his own for his own pride 
thank you very much indeed um peter i have a projection from new hampshire in the election of a re-election 
of a senator the projection is that gordon humphrey the incumbent republican an airline pilot conservative 
has been re-elected to a second term in new hampshire there are the figures we'll be back with more ina 
moment 30 in the east 8 30 in the west the polls are beginning to close through the midwest and the 
mountain states now and out into the west let us take a look at what the popular vote is showing at the 
moment 18 of the precincts that's a national figure you're looking at with eighteen percent of the popular vote 
showing mr reagan is getting about sixty percent of a little more than ten million votes mr mondale is getting 
just under seven million votes our preliminary indications are that the turnout uh throughout the country is 
fairly light up slightly in the northeast but down slightly in the south and in the midwest and of course the west 
itself is yet to be heard from somebody for us to hear from we're joined in our election headquarters now by 
dr henry kissinger former secretary of state former national security adviser to president reagan what what's 
a reagan foreign policy going to look like in a second term same as the first term i don't want president 
reagan to have a heart attack i was not security advisor president president i think that now the conditions 
exist for a really successful four years of foreign policy the groundwork has been laid with this overwhelming 
mandate 
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with this overwhelming mandate and with the soviet union having the difficulties that it does i believe that we 
will be in a very good position to negotiate and i don't see any other area of the world that is likely to explode 
on us what difficulties particularly referred to in the soviet union well the soviets have two problems one they 
have an institutional problem in their succession crisis not just in the top position but in the fact that aid of 
their two-thirds of their of their public bureau is approaching 80. uh secondly their economy is in terrible 
shape certainly we see in countries like poland that they have the almost inexplicable development with 
these security people killing a uh priest and then the government turning on the security people which has 
never happened in a uh in a communist state so i think that the soviets will be under pressure to negotiate 
the only biggest problem may be that the soviet leadership may be so divided that they may not know how to 
negotiate even though they have decided to do it it is often said dr kissinger that in washington there has 
been no resolution as to whether or not yet to negotiate an arm as well i think i have the impression that the 
president has decided to negotiate i also have the impression that there are differences of opinion between 
the various departments and also the technology has evolved so fast that the traditional views that have 
existed have to be changed so there's no doubt that a lot of homework has to be done within our government 
and i would think within our body politic to find some bipartisan basis on which to proceed mr reagan is our 
first uh will be our first president to be elected twice since uh eisenhower it serves out the term will he be 
eager to use his last term legally his last term to create a monument in um to himself 
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to create a monument in um to himself in bringing peace with the soviet union and if so will it be excessively 
eager to negotiate your job one would like one one would tend to think that the only election that president 
reagan has left to run for is the vote of history and that will want him to leave some landmark which is hugely 
associated with the role of the peacemaker there is a danger that that peace will get identified with a sort of 
atmospheric condition and not with the resolution of specific issues which have produced the tensions in the 
future let me let me raise it i think that's a bigger danger than that he will be too tough let me raise a question 
about a specific area i got you on the wrong job there for a moment but you have worked with the 
administration on the central america commission do you see the administration pursuing the same policy of 
pressure against nicaragua and central america well i think the administration uh has more or less adopted 
the recommendations of the bipartisan commission which involved economic development and assistance 
and military assistance and negotiation coupled with uh with pressure on nicaragua but in a framework in 
which all the nations there that earth that are willing to have a democratic future will cooperate i think that in 
fact in salvador the situation has improved in nicaragua we have i would think that we now and next summer 
to see whether we can score greater than happening thank you very much for joining us david has a 
projection i do from wisconsin in the uh presidential race we project abc news projects that wisconsin has 
gone to mr reagan wisconsin is a neighboring state of minnesota mr mondale's home state seems not to 
have helped him much ronald reagan has won the 11 electoral votes in wisconsin and here are the figures as 
they stand at at this time now we're going to talk to 
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at this time now we're going to talk to senator barry goldwater of arizona who ran on his own 1964 and lost 
and asked him what he thinks about all of this when we return in a moment [Music] it is ten o'clock in the east 
eight o'clock mountain time seven o'clock on the pacific abc news now projects that ronald reagan has won 
the five electoral votes in the state of utah the state that has given the republicans their largest margins in 
1976 and 80. abc news projects mr reagan in the state of nevada with its four electoral votes and we also 
project that mr reagan has won no surprise the state of montana part of mr reagan's western political fortress 
and we have still more projections in iowa we project that ronald reagan has won the state and its eight 
electoral votes in idaho which he carried with 66 percent of the vote in 1980 in idaho we project that mr 
reagan has again won the state and it's four electoral votes here's the electoral total as it stands now it is an 
all so far many states are still open still voting so far it is almost a totally clean sweep for regular the three for 
mondale from the district of columbia this is abc news coverage of the 84 vote from abc news election 
headquarters in new york david brinkley and peter jennings welcome back as we said it is ten o'clock here in 
the east eight o'clock mountain time seven o'clock in the pacific a number of uh states have still got polls 
open lots of things for you to vote on there including the presidential race we were talking in the last half hour 
about the state of minnesota we have not projected a presidential winner in the state of minnesota mr 
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winner in the state of minnesota mr mondale at the moment has a very slight lead but we are quite frankly 
with two percent of the precincts coming in saying that is presently too close to call even though on that 
popular vote it looks like more than a slight lead 57 to 43 percent david no mr reagan no but no doubt was 
very happy with his electoral vote no doubt very happy with the fact he has been re-elected by a substantial 
margin but he must be extremely concerned any president must be about the make-up of the house of 
representatives which is now dominated by the democrats and we mr reagan looks forward to some 
improvement in the house how much he will get we don't know yet charlie gibson who covers it all the time is 
there charlie what do you see happening how much can you tell at this hour well you can't tell anything 
definitive but i was interested to hear jack kemp say in your last half hour that he now expects more than a 
20-seat pickup for the republicans in the house and i think it's too early to say that we have an overwhelming 
reagan victory in so many states but as of now we only show a pickup uh by the republicans of five seats 
there are plenty of districts to go but at the moment only five seat pickup and there are a couple of notable 


ones we should mention in the 11th district of new jersey dean gallo has defeated a 22-year veteran of the 
house joe minish joe minish really got redistricted into a bad area and he has lost rather heavily that is one of 
the pickups for the republicans another one in the fifth district of connecticut where bill ratsford a very popular 
democrat around here has lost to a very young man jim roland from a long political family in the state of 
connecticut but there are a couple of other pickups david mentioned earlier that bob smith race in new 
hampshire dudley dudley has lost lost in that race smith has won it and in north carolina william kobe the 
former athletic director in north carolina has won against a democrat but there are a number of seats that 
we've been watching that the republicans are or the democrats are holding seats that the republicans had 
hoped to pick up uh in virginia six for instance the 
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uh in virginia six for instance the republicans had high hopes for this one uh the democrats have held it also 
in the at-large seat in delaware the republicans had hopes with at least dupont running you don't bet against 
a dupont in delaware but nonetheless the dupont there has lost to carpet in ohio nine again the republicans 
had some hopes they didn't win there and one more that we should mention is in connecticut three uh where 
the republicans with larry dinardis had hoped to beat bruce morrison and they did not the point being here 
the republicans yes are making gains but no they are not making the gains of the size they had hoped there 
are plenty of other critical states that we're watching north carolina texas etc as i say presently a pickup of 
five for the republicans there will be more but whether they get over that 20 level that jack kemp mentioned it 
is questionable at this time gentlemen charlie i don't want to throw any man a curb who's got to keep his 
hands on 435 races but there is a race in massachusetts illinois and idaho where congressmen who were 
censured by their colleagues are running for re-election can you tell me how they're doing uh too early to call 
in the 10th district of massachusetts gary studs uh who was censured by the house for a homosexual 
relationship with a page 11 years ago he is leading uh too early to call on the illinois race or the hanson race 
in idaho we'll let you know it wasn't like i threw him a curve looks like i set him up it looks seriously reversed 
thanks charlie i congratulate you 435 races and it has them all at his fingertips we'll be back in just a moment

republican incumbent uh has defeated his opponent pete bush who was making his first try for elective office 
abc projecting jim mcclure the incumbent republican in the senate it may be a small thing david but it's the 
small things that help uh jim mcclure very much pleased his rural constituents this year he got 440 000 to 
fight grasshopper infestation just towards the end of the last session of congress well he was he also was a 
friend of and often an admirer of james watts stuck with him through thin and thin now there are ten women 
running for the senate this year one of them who has already we have already projected her as a winner is 
nancy casabaum republican of kansas who is standing by at this moment is that your headquarters there 
miss casablanca you're in your headquarters sir no i'm at the i'm at the mid-american indian center in wichita 
all right well wherever it is we're happy to have you with us let me ask you and you should be uh you should 
be an authority on the subject was ms ferraro on the democratic ticket a hurt or a help politically i mean not 
philosophical what do you think well i think it's too early to assess just exactly what impact she had i would 
have to guess from comments i've heard that perhaps it's believed she has she has not been that much of an 
asset to the ticket i frankly feel she ran a very hard and tough campaign and um certainly did break a barrier 
well senator if you don't think she really did help and you're a successful politician one of not many women in 
the senate one of two why do you think she didn't help i i think it was a combination of factors for the 
democratic ticket and i think that the the mondale ferraro combination just was not one that was going to 
draw and particularly where mr mondale needed the south it was just 
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mr mondale needed the south it was just not an area that she seemed to be able to draw support from um 
we kept hearing people say that uh ms ferraro is a very attractive woman and very competent and it's too 
bad she wasn't running with ronald reagan would you i assume you would agree with that well george bush 
is not going to be upset so well i i just don't know how to weigh that out obviously i think president reagan 
was going to be elected no matter who was with him well from the uh from the returns we have so far which i 
trust you have seen he is uh he has made a clean sweep of every state that has at this hour closed its polls 
and which we have been able to project and he's far ahead thank you very much mrs casabaum thanks for 
being with us thank you thank you senator um abc's barry sarafin keeps his hands on all our exit polls 
throughout the evening and we were just noting a little while ago that at the moment this is not a definitive 
final answer by any means but at the moment president reagan is leading in geraldine ferraro's home district 
of queens in new york city so let us go to barry sarah for now and see what the women's vote and the vote 
for and or against women shapes up like tonight mary well peter first of all the president continues to lead 
among both men and women tonight among men 62 percent to 37 among women 55 percent to 45 percent a 
little less enthusiastic support among women and in one state tonight geraldine ferraro's home state of new 
york there was a genuine gender gap in this state it was the president favored by men 56 to 44 43 and 
among women however they went for walter mondale 55 to 45 in this state the choice of a vice presidential 
candidate was deemed important by a number of voters nearly half of them said so and among those voters 
they favored walter mondale 54 to 46 even so 
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walter mondale 54 to 46 even so among italians in new york it was ronald reagan by more than 20 points and 
among catholic voters and they were a huge part nearly half of the electorate in new york was again mr 
reagan favored by a big majority we should point out that across the country so far only 14 percent of the 
women that we've questioned say the choice of a woman as a vice presidential candidate was important in 
casting their vote today gentlemen mary thank you i have a projection one we have all been waiting for was 
some interest and curiosity it is fom minnesota we project that in minnesota walter mondale has won his 
home state and the first state he has won this evening it's fairly close it should be remembered by the way 
that mondale has not actually lived in minnesota for about 20 years he's lived in washington but nevertheless 
it's his home state he grew up there and there you see the first blue state on the abc news map minnesota 
for monday only three states on the mainland of the u.s 48 states left white because they haven't we haven't 
been able to project them yet because they're still vote peter you know i was wondering david barry sarafin 
was telling us a little while ago that a great many people had made up their minds how they were going to 
vote long before tonight very different than it was in the primary campaigns and as you were talking i kept 
thinking about walter mondale's return to that giant rally he had in minnesota the other day when somebody i 
think put on a minister north star's hockey shirt on him he made a very emotional speech not only to his staff 
but to the people of the state which created at least on television where so much of the campaign has been 
this year a real sense of belonging in this state i'm not sure what that vote reflects the night but it certainly is 
going to make him feel better than he must be feeling in terms of the total evening well yes otherwise he may 
not have won a single state and losing his own home state as i say even though he hadn't lived there in a 
long time would certainly be embarrassing 
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certainly be embarrassing as well as having other negative aspects you know uh this coverage uh on on our 
network at least tonight is being seen uh obviously around the country but it's also being seen in various 
places overseas um at the british american embassy in london for example uh they're watching election 
coverage here as people do and stream in many overseas capitals uh every election night down americans 
as well as people who live in in in the in the countries themselves and we um often forget that when we elect 
a president of the united states we're electing a president of the free world and overseas people watch this 
vote just as closely and sometimes more closely than people in this country do you want to go to london now 
where abc's barry dunsmore is standing by in our london bureau uh and uh barry let me ask you first i see 
you're there with david owen who is a former foreign secretary um what the reaction is there and what dr 


owen has to say well first of all peter i think it is no surprise to the people of london that this has happened 
but uh i will leave it to dr owen to give us his thoughts on what it means to the british and perhaps the 
europeans as well well we've expected it they're no surprises i think for most of us we think this election has 
shifted the president's attitude to arms control into the soviet union and for all of us for the better certainly 
since january he's been speaking a language which we found much easier to live with those of us who are 
firm supporters of nato and strong on multilateral disarmament what we hope now is he'll live up to it in his 
second term that he'll carry a serious dialogue a constructive dialogue with the soviet union i think he'll get a 
response i think promeko visiting him in the election was important that's the way we'll judge him above all on 
the question of peace and whether he'll really live up to his electoral rhetoric isn't there a a fear however that 
indeed that was simply rhetoric and i've heard you speak uh in other fora where you've suggested that there 
are certain dangers to this great landslide well yes on the other hand i personally 
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well yes on the other hand i personally think he will stick to it uh i'm sticking my neck out i think 86 will see 
some form of agreement it's vitally important for us in europe but i think it's even more important for his own 
presidency second-term presidents look at the history books and the way he will go down the history books 
is has he delivered a piece i think that is the fundamental issue we also worry about the deficit and how you 
handle that deficit and i personally think the least damaging way of handling the deficit for your economy and 
for the world economy and particularly the third world with the debt problem is if you are prepared to slow 
down the increase in your defense budget now you're not going to do that unless you're into a serious 
dialogue and feeling reasonably optimistic of making progress with the soviet union so you come back all the 
time to the question of an ordered relationship with the soviet union that's what's been missing it's been 
missing now ever since really nixon left office and the europeans want to see the soviet union and the united 
states we know you won't like each other we don't expect you to i don't want to either what i want you to do is 
to have a relationship which has no risk attached to it where the soviets understand you and you understand 
the soviet union and that's the real test for president reagan the first three years of his administration he was 
the recruiting sergeant for the unilateralists here in europe and i hope that will change now dr david owen 
thank you thank you varian thank you dr rowan i must say i'm pleased i've many times tried to get dr owen up 
at 3 15 in the morning which it is now and you succeeded you succeeded very well you blame me um we 
want to uh in just a minute go across the english channel and talk to pierre salinger in france but we have a 
projection first to make that in the state of iowa we wish to make a projection in the senate race where tom 
harkin the democrat has upset roger jepson the incumbent now that is a big upset in the state of iowa for the 
republican incumbent uh roger jepson that was something that 
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uh roger jepson that was something that has been showing slightly in the polls before election day they had 
very much of a neck and neck race but that is a big setback for the iowans so if i recall iowans haven't sent 
an incumbent back to to washington in some years am i right they seem to have an unofficial six year rule 
you served six years and you're out that's not a bad rule man not too keen on washington we'll be back in 
just a moment we want to make a projection now in the nebraska senate race where abc news now projects 
that the incumbent democrat james exxon has defeated his opponent nancy hawk james exxon who is a 
former popular governor nancy hawk is one of the 10 women running for the senate tonight she is a member 
of the university of nebraska board of regents there is no change there james exxon the incumbent returned 
to the senate by our projection david now we have two projections in from two states for governors in the 
governor's elections first in montana i think i have it right montana first yes we project the election of ted 
schwinden who is the incumbent re-election who is a democrat governor of montana and in utah norman 
bangator he is a state representative republican and we project him to be the winner in the race for governor 
in utah that is an open race there so that is a game for the republicans because as i recall governor 
matheson is retiring or could not succeed himself i think he decided to retire and so that is a gain for the 
republicans there he sir have been governor quite a long time and um he didn't have to retire in the west 


they're not so tough about saying a governor can only have one term or two terms that happened in the east 
when they were still trying to punish king george third by limiting our governors to one term or two times 
anyway we're not going to paris our 
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anyway we're not going to paris our gather because something is not working but we will try it again shortly 
can we um can we take a quick look just a very quick look at the popular vote for 30 of the national vote is 
now reported in from around the country and mr reagan is getting about fifty nine percent of it a little more 
than sixteen almost sixteen and a half million votes mr mondale getting eleven and a half million votes forty 
one percent of the vote with 30 of the precincts reporting in from around the country we will go to paris in 
about 10 minutes i'm told uh just after 10 30 eastern time we'll hear from pierre salinger and whatever he has 
to say about the french reaction of the american election um it is perfectly true what i said i mean it's it's 
going on at the british embassy and others but all over the rest of the world people follow these election 
results as closely as we i had to follow them from some of the strangest places in the world and and they're 
not very hard to get because the voice of america and other things pushes them up at any rate that is our 
national election picture at 22 minutes past the [Music] hour [Music] wkrn nashville abc news coverage of the 
84 vote continues from abc news election headquarters in new york david wrinkly and peter jennings 
welcome back it is 10 30 in the east it is 7 30 on the west coast we have a projection to make in the montana 
senate max baucus who is the incumbent democrat according to our projections has defeated chuck cousins 
max baucus who is one of those people who walked across much of his state soliciting votes was called by 
his opponent charles cousins a wimp it didn't appear to work we also want to remind you that on the west 
coast you still have ample time to vote out there it's only 7 30 in california oregon and washington state uh 
there were still a lot of local races and there were still some propositions if you're in california for example 
you have an opportunity to go and vote 
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you have an opportunity to go and vote on a proposition which would strengthen uh the famous proposition 
13 by further reducing property taxes you also have an opportunity in california to vote on a proposition as to 
whether or not the state should issue a 50 million dollar bond to fund uh centers for senior citizens so your 
vote in california is still very important they have a chance to vote against howard jarvis or for him either way 
that's absolutely perfectly correct the creator of proposition 13. we now want to go uh before he um in all 
fairness falls asleep at the wheel to us to pierce allen's you're in paris where it is what you're almost four 
o'clock in the morning uh we've talked to britain and uh we'd like to know what you're reading is uh from 
france at this point well peter i'm at the paris opera where tonight there was a glittering party around the 
american election sponsored by the french magazine parry match they had what you call the two party actors 
politicians and when it was announced here that ronald reagan had won a wave of applause went through 
the crowd then everybody went home and went to bed and i stayed here waiting for you but the applause 
was totally linked to a poll which was published in the french newspaper lamone today and which showed if 
the french could have voted in the american election they would have voted for ronald reagan however they 
also said that while they would have voted for ronald reagan they did not want reaganomics applied to france 
one of the most interesting aspects of that poll is the rise in the number of french who believe that the united 
states would now come to the aid of europe it was invaded by the soviet union since ronald reagan came to 
power that figure has gone up dramatically in france and i think it's probably one of the accomplishments that 
ronald reagan has had overseas pure is that why they say they would vote for him were they able to vote 
because yes i think that's i think that's the principal thing because if you analyze the poll you see that they're 
opposed to our policies in central america they're opposed to our policies in the middle east they're even 
about on the idea of the deployment of

visibly the soviet union pierre you've just come back from india and the funeral of mrs gandy and one of the 
concerns that mrs gandy expressed just before she died was about superpower confrontation and 
competition on the subcontinent did you get any sense while you're in new delhi uh of how the indians and 
the pakistanis might feel about a second reagan term well i did i really to be honest with you i did not get into 
much of ronald reagan while i was in india uh you know that mrs gandy uh had kind of tilted her government 
in the last two years toward the soviet union and against the united states she was not on very friendly terms 
with the united states and one of the questions that's been posed now is that whether rajiv gandhi is going to 
change that tilt now that he's in power pierre thank you very much for joining us i hate to keep you up so late 
but much more important in your case hate to make you miss a party thanks very much for joining us if you 
didn't miss one at the paris opera it looks quite beautiful i think he's been standing upstairs though well it's all 
been going on downstairs uh let's see we have some races that have not yet been called and for two 
reasons one they're too close to call we can't tell yet who won and the other reason is that some of the polls 
in the west are still open we do have now a projection from north dakota in the race for governor and our 
projection is that state representative george sinner the democrat has won the race for governor in north 
dakota that's an upset yes allen olsen alan olson is the incumbent he was a republican the democrats have 
picked up a net gain of one in governors in north dakota now there are some others we have not yet called 
and for these reasons in washington because the polls is still open in west virginia because it's too close and 
in vermont because it's too close we also haven't called illinois and we haven't did you mention montana well 
i was talking about the government oh i'm sorry western we also haven't called the senator's race in illinois 
alaska montana and oregon let us however try to bring you up to 
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let us however try to bring you up to date as to what senate races we have projected throughout the evening 
and simply look at a list of them i'm getting an altogether different instruction so why don't you go ahead and 
tell me okie dokie that's good the roundup of the senate for the man who covers the senate santa monica in 
washington thank you peter uh as of now the republicans have lost one seat in the senate there's been a net 
loss of one the democrats have made a net game of one the republicans picked up the seat in um let's see 
kentucky the huddleston seat they have democrats have picked up the republican seat in tennessee vacated 
by howard baker the net plus comes from iowa where tom harkin the congressman has defeated the 
incumbent senator roger jebsen but the seat that we're all waiting for not just because it will fundamentally 
alter the power structure in the senate in terms of numerical advantage is the seat in illinois where charles 
percy is seeking his fourth term and right now he's running behind congressman paul simon now what's 
important about this is if percy loses then the man who becomes next entitled to be senate foreign relations 
chairman is jesse helms of north carolina who won re-election tonight he's presently the chairman of 
agriculture he has said he'll stay as chairman of agriculture the people i talked to yesterday in north carolina 
people on the republican side of the aisle i talked to today in the senate say he will become chairman of the 
foreign relations committee why the chairman of the foreign relations committee has had not really much 
influence since walter george defeated the bricker amendment in 1954. bill fulbright was the chairman he lost 
frank church was the chairman he lost clifford case was the ranking remember from new jersey he lost and 
then jacob jabez was ranking remember a member on the republican side and he lost why does jesse helms 
want to do this one his supporters want him to do this 
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one his supporters want him to do this secondly it's my belief that he wants to do it because i think he wants 
to run for president in 1988 at the detroit convention in 1980 he was being pushed to run for vice president 
and he might now jesse helms as chairman of the foreign relations committee will be in a powerful position to 
do a powerful lot in the next four years especially if robert dole is seeking the presidency and robert dole 
succeeds in becoming majority leader of the senate jesse helms tonight is sitting in the cat bird seat whether 
or not he takes the foreign relations chairmanship if he does at first he loses in illinois he is a very powerful 
man in this country for the next four years sandy thank you very much indeed in just a couple of minutes we 


are going to talk to one of the men who has tried very hard to unseat uh senator percy in illinois richard 
vigory who among other things is the uh is the male ground even though he's a republican and who is the 
male grand king of politics in this country let us however first take a quick look at the popular vote with 35 of 
the precincts reporting in from around the country mr reagan is getting 59 percent of the v of the vote with 18 
million mr mondale is getting 13 million about 41 and someone has just handed me a card which says the 
turnout is about the same as in 1980 about 52.6 of the voting age population it is up slightly in the northeast 
and it is up slightly in the west and it is down slightly in the south and down slightly in the midwest we'll be 
back in just a moment abc news coverage of the 84 vote continues from abc news election headquarters in 
new york we're back in the numbers you have just seen there tell the story of what has happened in the 
electoral college the electoral votes so far tonight 13 for mondeo 454 for reagan now we're going to switch to 
falls church virginia i think but i'll be corrected if i'm wrong and talk to richard vigory who is editor 
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and talk to richard vigory who is editor of the conservative digest who is active in conservative republican 
circles and whose views on what has happened tonight should be interesting dick are they interesting they 
are indeed david this is uh probably not quite as exciting as 1980 not quite as much tension because uh the 
uh presidential election was probably uh foregone conclusion many months ago but this is a historic thing i 
think for two elections in a row now the conservatives have won solidly uh 49 states or so and i think 
something is happening in the country since 1966 the liberals have been suffering defeat after defeat uh 18 
years now there's been an anti-liberal trend i think that the democratic party is in serious trouble as long as 
they keep this leftward direction and the republicans could be looking at becoming the majority party mr vigor 
if you put it in party terms i think you understand what you're saying but if we look at our exit polls tonight 43 
percent only of the voters who've been out and cast votes today uh have described themselves as 
conservatives um doesn't that make it less than the conservative victory you're describing well not well let's 
we can look at it a number of ways peter can you imagine if the two elections in a row if the conservatives 
had won uh four years ago six states and today if they'd won one state i think there'd be a lot of people on 
the airways talking about the death of the conservative movement in this country and i think that you know 
you can play a lot of games with the polls you can ask the questions a lot of different ways we've heard a lot 
about how people really didn't agree with ronald reagan on the issues they agreed with walter mondale on 
the issues but they were voting for ronald reagan because of his personality i think that's selling the american 
voters a little short i think they understood quite well that mondale was a liberal and reagan was a 
conservative and that's why they gave the president this landslide let me ask you something about yourself 
in the conservative movement generally in the illinois election of a senator charles percy is the republican 
and paul simon is a democrat i have seen 
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and paul simon is a democrat i have seen you quoted as saying the party in the country would be better off if 
simon won because you don't like um you don't like percy's views exactly uh david uh nothing personal thin 
well uh for many years the conservatives have been very disillusioned with chuck percy's voting record with 
his uh every election coming along and saying well i've learned my lesson i've reformed i'm going to vote 
different and then he goes back to his liberal ways and i think it finally caught up with him and he uh david 
was a very powerful influence on the president i'm afraid in foreign policy he uh trashed most of the 
conservative nominees when they came before the senate foreign relations committee it was very difficult to 
get a conservative confirmed through his committee and if he's not the chairman of that committee it's going 
to make it a lot easier to get conservatives into the foreign policy possibly solicit a one-word answer from you 
if senator percy loses will senator helms automatically take the chairmanship of the foreign relations 
committee that's up to senator helms he said he's going to stay as chairman of agriculture i take him at his 
word thank you very much for joining us richard vickery editor of the conservative digest um what has been 
shaping up this evening is this battle for the house so let's go down to washington now to charles gibson for 
an update on the shape of the house battle this evening charlie peter i want to say right off that i am not 
going to be bronzed at the end of the evening and be one of these statues i just so that you can tell me from 


the statue peter at the moment it is it is too early to make any kind of projection on what's going to happen in 
the house in terms of final numbers uh there are about 25 races at the moment that are frankly just up in the 
air and you can't do that i think it is safe to say at this point that in 1982 you'll recall the republicans lost 26 
seats to the democrats and i think it is now safe to say they are not going to gain 26 seats back tonight but 
anything more than that is impossible to say at the moment we have the republicans showing a gain of six 
the republicans have picked up six from the democrats they have not 
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six from the democrats they have not lost any i will quickly run through the seats that the republicans have 
picked up the fifth district of connecticut the first district of new hampshire where dudley dudley lost to bob 
smith uh north carolina four where the former athletic director at the university of north carolina beat ike 
andrews uh indiana eight uh new jersey 11 where uh a 22-year veteran joe minish lost and in texas the 26th 
district of texas uh tom vander vandergriff the former mayor of arlington texas has lost after one term in the 
house but uh i think we're going to have obviously more seats going to the republicans uh i think jack kemp 
is premature in saying that as i said earlier that the republicans are going to pick up more than 20 it looks like 
it'll be somewhere in that range but way too early to make a uh a final projection on the house gentlemen 
thank you thank you now in the uh inevitably in the case of a victory as one-sided is this mr reagan has 
carried it so far some are still voting mr reagan has carried every state except minnesota mondeo's home 
state a decisive sweeping defeat for the democratic ticket inevitably the question then becomes what 
happens what happens what happens to the democratic party and we will explore that question before the 
evening is over as best we can now uh ann compton is talking with senator percy of illinois who at the 
moment i understand is running a little behind is that right in our figures anyway and commit well we can't 
hear ann compton at the moment but um let us let us broach if we will this subject which comes up every 
time any single party gets in trouble like this what happens to the ex party and in this case if women happens 
to be the democratic party let's take an initial look at an assessment done by jeff greenfield time was when 
presidential election days were mostly happy days for democrats but not lately the world's oldest 
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but not lately the world's oldest enduring political party has fallen on hard times it's not just that democrats 
have lost four of the last five presidential elections it's how they've been losing and even winning in the last 
forty years only once in nineteen sixty four has the democrat won more than fifty point one percent of the 
popular vote in that same period republicans have won five presidential landslides what's gone wrong part of 
it is geography you win the white house by winning states in the last five elections 23 states with 202 
electoral votes this year have voted republican every time that's three-fourths of the votes needed to be 
elected president and how many have gone democratic every time only the district of columbia democrats 
used to talk about the solid south in the last five elections the democrats carried the south once with native 
son jimmy carter in 1976 in the big industrial states democrats used to pile up huge margins in the cities but 
city populations have shrunk the suburbs have grown and suburban living with property and school taxes 
tends to make voters more republican and don't sell real issues short from civil rights to vietnam to business 
quotas deep divisions have split apart what once was the democratic coalition white ethnic from black hawk 
from dub those who see government as a helping hand from those who see it as a tax taker democrats still 
control the house of representatives they have a fair shot at the senate in 1986 they control more 
governorships than do the republicans and more americans say they're democrats but at least in presidential 
election years the facts suggest that the democrats may have become a permanent minority party gentlemen 
jeff thank you i might say here everyone knows it but i'll say it anyway there are five states where people are 
still voting california oregon alaska washington and hawaii and all but alaska will be closed in about 10 
minutes alaska is open until midnight our time just to make another point about that david uh 
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david uh one of the reasons there's always been concern about this voting in the west is because president 
carter in 1980 conceded before some of the polls were closed walter mondale and ronald reagan have both 
said this evening that they are not going to make any speeches period until the polls are all closed on the 
west coast okay now the question of what happens to the democratic party from this point onward we're 
going to turn to our what does it mean department with will wicker and walters beginning with walters barbara 
what it means first of all isn't it convenient that all our names begin with w at least we have alliteration if we 
don't have agreement if the democratic party is indeed worn out as young people it seems seem to think it is 
and they're going to be voting for a long time and they now seem to be voting republican what happens to 
the democratic party well the two democratic parties and there are two republican parties there we have the 
presidential competition the republicans have a heavy winning record in that since 1856 since our two parties 
began competing with one another there's still many more elected officials in this country are democrats than 
republicans a plurality of americans still want to vote for the democratic party if the democratic party will 
make it easy the problem is the two parties have been defined by two great events both of which were at the 
moment defeats the goldwater defeat 1964 nevertheless brought in people who seem to have been on the 
right side of history the conservative movement the 1972 mcgovern take over the party fill the party 
apparatus with people who simply will not learn from what happened to them in 1972. but where do they go 
from here what do you think we talk about polarization black versus white vote uh gary hart said you need 
new ideas we don't seem to have no ideas with the democrats what are they going to do to get their act 
together in the presidential election well the first thing you have to realize it seems to me not to take too uh 
pollyanna issue view here is that uh the democrats have faced ronald reagan for the last time that's that's a 
plus uh the first thing they need to do is to 
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uh the first thing they need to do is to get themselves a television candidate like ronald reagan now that may 
be difficult to do but that's one of the first things they need and i think a third thing that you need to remember 
is that between the next no it's not cynical it's a practical fact of american political life today and i think the 
third thing you need to remember is that before there's another presidential election there's going to be four 
years of government in here and if those four years of government uh are even are disastrous as i think they 
may be on both domestic and foreign policy why the democrats might come roaring back no one was saying 
that the democrats were dead in 1982 when unemployment was up around 11 percent is it simply that the 
republicans or the country is to the right of center and the democrats are the leftist center i think it's that 
simple and i think if the democrats listen to tom wicker they're going to have a create a republican era tom i 
mean the idea that it's television what i just said they get a television candidate of course not if they if you 
don't get issues at all but if to the to the extent that the democrats buy the the fantastically soothing doctrine 
that it's only the telegenic and cosmetic aspects of this that they can go ahead and avoid the unaccustomed 
torture of thought then they're in deep trouble i'm not saying that the presidential candidate in the history of 
this republic who got the most votes is richard nixon a less telegenic person never existed pete more people 
have voted for him than any other candidate because they agreed with him by and large on the issue george 
i understand that and that was i would remind you 12 years ago however all i'm saying is not that television is 
the only thing but i'm saying that the way you you project what you are and what people want to vote for is 
through television yeah but what are they i mean if indeed they used to fail yeah but if i'm saying what is the 
democratic party if you used to feel that the democratic party was the party that was far-seeing was the party 
of the people was the party of youth and now it just seems boring and worn out what are they now i don't 
know a party of what i don't i'm not saying that that's not true and i thought jeff greenfield's analysis was very 
sound but i am saying that things can change very very rapidly they have changed very 
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very very rapidly they have changed very rapidly in the past no one was making this analysis in 1982 when 
you had 11 unemployment if you get 11 percent unemployment again in 1988 which is not impossible uh 
high interest rates other things of that kind uh the the democrats will be right back in there without any further 
most states of the union the two most popular politicians of the president of the united states is a republican 


and the governor who's a democrat and that governor who's a democrat is governing in many states under a 
constitutional requirement to balance the budget he's a tight-fisted executive and he is much more in tune 
with the country than the washington democratic tom says they need candidates who are sparkling on 
television one of the things i have to learn is to talk fast which is what i'm going to do now we have to stop 
because i think that we have coming up an interview uh with senator percy we'll go back now barbara we do 
indeed but first first i have a quick uh projection in west virginia we project the election of governor arch 
moore a republican moving in and replacing a democrat now we're going to chicago and ann compton who is 
talking to senator charles person and david indeed it is too close to call here in illinois and senator percy you 
heard richard vigory a few moments ago has some of that conservative money that has been spent against 
your campaign aside from the democratic candidate that you're running against done something is that why 
you are running so far behind president reagan in the state i don't think we should detract from paul simon's 
10 years in congress he was lieutenant governor and he ran for governor he's well known but also never in 
the history of illinois have we had so much money pour in from outside the state one individual spent one 
million two hundred thousand dollars from southern california to try to influence the illinois vote you have 
been chairman of the foreign relations committee is that one of the disadvantages that has uh has played 
you have been accused of thinking more of paris france and paris illinois is that one factor this year it's not 
really a fact it's been used by every opponent in the primary and the general but it in illinois quite different 
from 
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but it in illinois quite different from other states we're very much international minded 85 percent is the 
minimum poll that i've seen uh indicating that being chairman of that committee in illinois is an actual 
advantage for illinois i'm afraid everybody in new york wants to ask you questions some southern californians 
sent over a million dollars into illinois trying to defeat you who was it michael golan a businessman who's 
made a great deal of money and he just is determined he's a one-issue person he's absolutely determined 
uh to demonstrate that he can in a sense buy the seat well senator defeat the incumbent senator you spend 
over four million dollars if i'm if i'm not mistaken if you do win tonight citizens for person well all right your 
campaign has spent four million dollars if you win tonight will it have been worth it uh certainly the effort is 
worthwhile i want to be part of the economic recovery program i'm thrilled that the mandate people of the 
country have for president reagan's re-election and george bush that mandate is important all over the world 
it's going to mean a continuation of this economic policy and arms control will move forward rapidly now and i 
think peace will continue i want to be a part of that of course but i think both the simon and myself have spent 
equal amounts what we have in addition to that is this outside money that's come in particularly from one 
individual senator percy thank you very much for joining us and thank you we want to uh just do a quick wrap 
up now as to where we are let us take first a quick look at the popular board 39 of the precincts reporting in 
mr reagan has 58 of the popular vote mr mondale has 41 on the electoral board which is the real story of the 
evening mr reagan has 454 and mr mondale has 13. by the way the greatest number of electoral votes ever 
won was 523 by franklin roosevelt in 1936 and in the 1972 richard nixon landslide he won 520. 
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richard nixon landslide he won 520. david well reagan has 454 now and california is still to come oregon 
washington hawaii and alaska they're all still open so we can't call them in any case we have seen a 
tremendous sweep we have seen the beginning of the end of the mondale voyage which he describes as 
having been longer than columbus's and having discovered less the end of it we are going to go uh away for 
half an hour now for local news but we do expect walter mondale may come out after 11 o'clock eastern time 
which could be in about two or three minutes or anytime there if we if mr mondale does come out we are 
going to cut into the local news or give you the opportunity to cut into your local news uh to see mr mondale 
come out and speak to his supporters so we just want you to know with that other than that we will be back 
with the concluding national results particularly in the west coast at 11 30. hope you'll join us then thank you 
for staying with us this far [Music] thank you very much thank you thank you very much [Applause] thank you 
very much thank you a few minutes ago i called the president of the united states and congratulated him on 


his victory for reelection as president of the united states please he is one we are all americans he is our 
president and we honor him tonight again tonight the american people in town halls in homes in firehouses in 
libraries 
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in firehouses in libraries chose the occupant of the most powerful office on earth their choice was made 
peacefully with dignity and with majesty and although and although i would have rather won tonight tonight 
tonight we rejoice in our democracy we rejoice in the freedom of a wonderful people and we accept their 
verdict i thank i thank the people of america for hearing my case i have traveled this nation i believe more 
than any living american and wherever and wherever and wherever i've gone the american people have 
heard me out they've listened to me they've treated me fairly they've lifted my spirits and they've added to my 
strength and if there's one thing i'm certain of it is that this is a magnificent nation with the finest people on 
earth [Applause] i thank i thank i thank above all my family how lucky how lucky i am [Applause] 
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[Applause] joan has campaigned with class all over this nation [Applause] and we're very we're very very 
proud of our kids ted and eleanor jane and william everywhere they went they got a support [Applause] and i 
thank geraldine ferraro we're very proud of jerry very proud we didn't we didn't win but we made history and 
that fight has just begun and once again here i am in minnesota [Applause] and over 24 years never once 
have the people of minnesota turn me down including tonight minnesotans this is a this is a special state a 
remarkable state with a special spirit and time and time again in the past well we uh we sensed that was 
going to happen a couple of seconds ago we've temporarily lost the signal from minnesota let's go back to it 
now and keep it as best we can and i want to especially thank 
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and i want to especially thank my staff jim johnson and the whole crew my workers and my volunteers all 
over this country what a special what a special group of americans they are i know what you've sacrificed for 
me and for my country and i want to say a special word to my young supporters this evening [Applause] i 
know [Applause] i know how you feel because i've been there myself do not despair this fight didn't end 
tonight it begins tonight i have been around i've been around for a while and i have noticed in the seeds of 
most all every victory are to be found the seeds of defeat and in every defeat are to be found the seeds of 
victory let us fight on let us fight on my loss tonight does not in any way diminish the worth or the importance 
of our struggle the merit the america we want to build is just as important tomorrow as it was yesterday let us 
continue let us continue to seek an america that is just and fair tonight [Applause] 
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[Applause] tonight especially i think of the poor the unemployed the elderly the handicapped the helpless and 
the sad and they need us more than ever tonight [Applause] let us fight for jobs and fairness let us fight for 
these kids and make certain they'd have the best education that any generation ever had let us let us fight for 
our environment and protect our air our water and our land and while we met keep america strong let's use 
that strength to keep the peace to reflect our values and to control these weapons before they destroy us all 
that has been my fight that has been our fight in this campaign and we must fight for those goals with all of 
our heart in the future i am honored i am honored by minnesota by all the people of this country that have 
permitted me to wage this fight what an honor it is and i'm at and i'm at peace with the knowledge that i gave 
it everything i've got

walter mondale and we'll be back to review some of tonight's results right after this that was a great game 
hey what do you say we grabbed that loud [Music] when you're looking for specialized cheese lots of tasty 
toppings about next week [Music] let's recap for you now the results of the top races in tennessee tonight in 
the presidential balloting as you can see while ronald reagan swept the state of tennessee with 58 percent of 
that vote and the race to replace howard baker in the u.s senate al gore jr will be going to washington to 
represent tennessee in the 6th congressional district the battle to replace al gore in congress bart gordon 
won handily over joe simpkins and the winner of the 4th congressional district seat is jim cooper he gets a 
second term defeating james singer and we're going to take a break we'll go back to peter jennings and 
review some more of the national stories and now that walter mondale has conceded there will be a victory 
speech sometime in the next few minutes from ronald reagan we'll be joining that 
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maintaining perfection that is the task of madison smith naturally maintaining perfection with an award- 
winning service department and sophisticated diagnostic equipment maintaining perfection with more than 
fifteen thousand finely honed authentic parts maintaining perfection now at 666 lafayette across from sears 
maintaining perfection at madison smith naturally there's a time and a place for everything wkrn nashville abc 
projects that california with its 47 electoral votes the largest number of electoral votes in the nation has gone 
for mr reagan as has the state of oregon with its seven electoral votes and while we're at it we also want to 
make a senate projection in the state of oregon mark hatfield who is the incumbent republican has defeated 
the state senator margie hendrickson and retained his seat he was running for a fourth term in oregon 
senator mark catfield is returned to the senate david britt hume is somewhere in the st paul civic center britt 
can you hear me i can david come in and tell us what you see there well david i just couldn't help remarking 
as i was listening to walter mondell make that concession speech how very like walter mondale it was it was 
gracious every word of it there's one thing that walter mondell has refused to do at any time this year and 
that is to gloss over as he calls it any of his failures or losses or shortcomings and he certainly did nothing in 
anything that he said tonight to minimize the defeat that he has received and yet as you noted he never uh 
never looked hang dog for a moment his his smile never faded his congratulations to mr reagan seemed 
genuine and heartfelt indeed for a moment there it seemed that he was well ahead of his supporters in that 
department there were some booze when he 
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department there were some booze when he talked about having lost he raised his hand to calm them walter 
mondell has shown all of us who have covered him through this year that uh he is a man of considerable 
grace and he has been a remarkable sport about all this because i think that uh as we discussed earlier he 
knew that something like this was coming brit this me but this may even sound outrageous but he gives the 
impression as he often did at the end of primary losses that he doesn't mind losing how badly does he mind 
losing oh i think he minds losing very much peter i think he did have some preparation for this because i think 
that after he failed to gain ground in the second debate neither he nor his top age could see any other turning 
point which might have might have moved the race in his direction so i think that he thought that a loss was a 
distinct possibility and he is a man very much concerned with doing things in the right way with displaying the 
proper spirit and i think that's what you're seeing there you're not seeing a man who is enjoying losing there 
may be some relief that this is all over as has been remarked earlier this evening this was a long and very 
grueling year for walter mondale in which he had to fight off an enormously potent challenge from gary hart 
to win the nomination and then it was a struggle to try to unite the party and to get past the ferraro family 
finance crisis and finally get on to the general election so he is a very tired man tonight and perhaps relieved 
that this uh ordeal or the ordeal part of it is over but make no mistake about it he's not a man who enjoys 
losing at all well with varying degrees of intensity he's been running for president now for about four years he 
certainly has david and and uh i think that that very fact gives you some sense of the disappointment he 


must feel this was an effort that was really years in the making and he is a man who has given to very careful 
preparation and planning for things i think that it may even be fair to say that this presidential bid was 10 
years in the making that he's been thinking about it for a long time you'll remember he made sort of a false 
start for the 76 race and then dropped out deciding that he wasn't ready didn't want to spend too much time 
in holiday inns as he put it at the time and then of course he was tapped to the 
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and then of course he was tapped to the vice presidency in 76 and uh and had i think what is by general 
agreement the most active and uh and important role as a vice president uh up to that time in american 
history so i think he's a man who feels he was ready he made an enormous effort to organize a a potent 
campaign he saw the effort to unite the democratic party early shattered by jerry carey hart's surprising upset 
in new hampshire and the difficulty mondale had in regaining his balance thereafter it has been a long 
struggle for him one he very badly wanted to win one i think he hoped he could win and gary hart said 
something earlier this evening about about the mondell campaign that i think is absolutely right that early on 
in this general election they made the decision to do what they would have to do to try to win the race not just 
to win the base democratic states and have a respectable showing but to try to win that meant going into the 
south and then going into california it meant going into places where it was going to be very difficult for 
walnut walter mondale to overcome ronald reagan's popularity in the end i think it cost him in the industrial 
states in the northeast and midwest uh where if he had campaigned more earlier he might have shown better 
but he tried to win and he is very disappointed tonight that he did not well bert i want to make a couple of 
points by way of getting to another question and the first point is that abc news now projects the state of 
washington with its 10 electoral vote for mr reagan which gives mr reagan 518 electoral votes but also gives 
him every state in the country except minnesota and also the district of columbia and it raises the point for 
me at least at this as i said cruel moment he's only 56 years old his mentor hubert humphrey who tried this 
went back into the senate what do you think mr mondale is going to do now well walter mondale has really 
never been anything in except a public official he was involved in politics almost uh from the moment he got 
out of college he was involved in politics at some extent while he was in college and he has held public office 
of one kind or another almost the whole time he has been an adult and i don't think 
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he has been an adult and i don't think he really knows anything else i suspect he will go and practice law in 
some lucrative fashion no doubt his services would be much in demand he's a sharp lawyer he was the 
attorney general of this state but i suspect that sooner or later he will want to get back into public office and 
as you remark he's only 56 i wouldn't be surprised to see walter mondale run for the senate i'll tell you one 
other thing though in the short run i wouldn't be surprised to see walter mondale doing a lot of fishing and 
hunting and skiing gentlemen brent thank you very much we we have now been able to project all of the 48 
contiguous states and the only ones we have not been able to project are alaska which is where the polls are 
still open and hawaii which we simply don't have yet that was a very gracious correction david i did turn 
around and look at the map and alaska's not arm happened nor does hawaii um as you see one state is blue 
for mondale everything else is red or raided we'll be back waiting to be heard from is the president himself 
who will be making his remarks sometime shortly mrs ferraro and we of course will be here for that and we'll 
be back in a moment abc news coverage of the 84 vote will continue in a moment [Music] we've just seen a 
minute ago walter speech mondale's concession the people who have been traveling with with him on his 
airplane in the last days when he has known he was going to win notice that very often he sat off alone ina 
seat by the window quietly looking out just watching the land landscape pass by and looking down at all 
those states that we're not going to vote for peter speaking of states i'd like to welcome alaska and hawaii 
back into the union oh i'm sure they will be happy to hear that the polls have not closed in alaska and if i'm 
not mistaken they will not close there for about 15 minutes the polls have closed 
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have closed in hawaii they closed at 11 o'clock eastern time so about 45 minutes ago but we haven't got any 
vote in from there as yet i was just looking david at some of the polls you know we were talking about not so 
much how mr mondale lost at that moment but mr reagan's strengths are really very considerable he won 49 
of the hispanic vote that's much better than expected 58 of the italians carol dean farrar does not appear to 
have been any help there by the way we are waiting for geraldine faro to come down and make a statement 
she wasn't going to say anything um until um until mr mondale did there was no gender gap apparent mr 
mondale mr reagan won 55 percent of women 63 percent of men 59 percent of blue-collar workers mr 
mondale's strengths appear to have been in a sense those people he was talking to in in his closing 
campaign or his closing remarks there 89 of the black votes 64 of the unemployed and 70 of the jewish vote 
better than jimmy carter did in 1980 well all of that raises a question that we can't answer now but we will 
discuss it a bit when we have time and see what thoughts people have is this a personal triumph for mr 
reagan or is it some sort of political expression of a broad gauge nature on the part of the american people 
i'm not sure i Know the answer but i would like to hear somebody else's thoughts about it when we get a 
chance again we're waiting for geraldine ferraro to appear here in new york in a hotel in manhattan not in 
queens to say whatever she has to say and when that time comes we of course will take you there to hear it 
we also are waiting to hear from mr reagan who is in los angeles and he as peter i think you said he they all 
agreed in fact that they would not say anything either concede or claim victory until after the last poll close in 
california last in the 48 states and they have done that you know in answer to your question a second ago 
but what we do know and what we don't know one thing we do know at this point is that the house vote is 
very slow coming in but looking at it 
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is very slow coming in but looking at it as it does come in now it does appear that while mr reagan has had 
some coattails they have not penetrated quite as deeply as the republicans had hoped for so i think if you 
use that as a yardstick at this moment you may be seeing what you in a sense define yourself a reagan 
victory and not necessarily this realignment that people have been talking about adenosine for the last two or 
three weeks well i've got the last and best figures we have and they will get better as we get more more 
votes is that it looks now as if the maximum number maximum number of house seats the republicans might 
gain tonight is about 25 which is almost exactly what they lost in the off-year election in 1982. i think a week 
ago they would have been delighted to know that they were going to get 25 they were talking about 10 
maybe 12. yeah but yesterday they were talking about 30 and and and things like that so that doesn't appear 
to be shaping up you just saw by the way geraldine ferraro who was waiting to come out and and make her 
remarks having suffered a a fairly crushing defeat at the hands of the republican ticket she did tell her staff 
uh last night that no tonight actually that nobody should shed any real tears because she had not done as 
well as she would have liked to have done as the first woman on a presidential ticket we'll come back and 
hear miss ferraro right after this this country may be in danger we could be losing something we can't afford 
to lose once in this country when a man produced a product it was the best he could possibly make he stood 
behind it with pride he lived a simple idea do it right or don't do it at all nobody told him that no government 
agency dictated it and it built a standard of living for the world to aim at now that idea is threatened by the 
slipshod the second rate the summit means quick riches to summit means quick depth of the standards we 
have built some are fighting this threat whirlpool corporation believes in one simple idea 
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simple idea to continue to build and sell only good quality honest appliances designed to give you your 
money's worth and to stand behind them with pride or they will not build them at all if we can't keep this 
simple idea alive then indeed we are the endangered [Music] species [Applause] those are geraldine 
ferraro's headquarters in new york where a large crowd is waiting to hear her make her remarks we might 
just tell you before she talks that her home district of queens which she has aidly represented in the 
congress and where she was extremely popular tonight went for mr reagan 55 to 45 i might say here to abc 
stations across the country that because mrs ferrara is a bat that's a mother there with her about to speak we 
do not we rather think we will not be able to cut away at 52 as we have been during the evening you will 


understand thank you thank you [Applause] i want to thank you all thank you so much i want first of all to 
congratulate president reagan and i have just telephoned vice president bush to convey my best wishes to 
him as well they ran a skillful [Applause] 
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[Applause] i thought i finished with hecklers last night they ran a skillful spirited campaign and today they 
have achieved an impressive victory tonight the campaign ends the race is over this is not a moment for 
partisan statements it is a moment to celebrate our democracy and to think of our country the american 
people have put their trust in president reagan and in the interest and in the interest of the nation with hope 
for the future i ask all americans to join together work together and pledge our support for our president in 
the search for a more just society a strong america and a world of peace tonight tonight i would also i would 
also like to thank my running mate and my friend walter monday for more than two decades he has forsaken 
personal gain to promote the public good he has fought for people who need our help he has stood up for 
every last 25 years and even though he did not win this race for the presidency in 1984 he waged another 
battle 
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in 1984 he waged another battle a battle for equal opportunity and that battle walter mondale won for two 
centuries candidates have run for president not one from a major party ever asked a woman to be his 
running mate until walter mondale when he asked me to campaign by his side he opened a door which will 
never be closed again that is a victory in which every american can be proud campaigns even if you lose 
them do serve a purpose my candidacy has said the days of discrimination are numbered american women 
will never again be second-class citizens elections also focus the nation's attention on the things that truly 
matter in this campaign americans have all been made more aware of the danger of the nuclear arms race 
we have all recognized the needs of our changing economy we have all been reminded of the millions of 
americans who have been counted out before their talents have been added up and we can all take pride in 
those accomplishments we live in a time of exciting change this country built the space shuttle the most 
sophisticated machine ever to fly and a black and women women were among the first to fly in it 
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the first to fly in it from argentina to the philippines there's a new awakening of freedom and all over the world 
people are calling for the opportunity to choose their own destinies i think america can be the vanguard of 
change i have faith in the american people and i believe in this country our society is the fairest on earth but 
we can work even harder for fairness our nation is at peace but we can do even more to reduce the risk of 
war america is a great nation america is a great nation but if there's one thing that our campaign has stood 
for it is that our country can be even greater that cause our country's cause is never finished and i for one will 
continue to work for it tonight brings an end to a long campaign this is a moment to rejoice in our democracy 
it is also a moment for us to be proud all of us can go to sleep tonight confident that we did everything we 
could to win this election so let me say to our supporters throughout the country to my staff my family and my 
friends we fought hard we gave it our best and we made a difference [Applause] 
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i ask you to be proud of what we have done i am and i thank you very very much at abc who covered ms 
mondale from his ferrara all the way through the campaign back to the democratic convention in san 
francisco when she was nominated lynn can you hear me if so would you come in sure david i can hear you 
uh i was of course watching and listening to that speech the same as you um i think it's quite interesting this 
of course is the first race that geraldine ferraro has ever lost a three-term congresswoman she won those 
races uh rather handily all of a sudden she finds herself a national candidate and she lost the first one 
however i think it's really important to point out geraldine ferraro campaigned for the chance to run this 
campaign she wanted to be the vice presidential nominee she also wanted to win uh the vice presidency 


however as soon as it became very obvious to the democrats that they were not going to do that something 
else happened she and the party focused much more on her historic roles she talked about it uh in that 
speech we just heard and when mario cuomo the governor of new york introduced her just before she got up 
to the podium he said the same thing he said we made history in the united states and we are bursting with 
pride at the magnificent performance of this woman from queens to a great extent they really wanted the 
world to Know that what they had done was make history the democrats made a commercial the theme of it 
was jerry you've made us proud i saw a sign in a crowd in this crazy week that we just went through a little 
girl holding up a sign a little cardboard sign it said thanks jerry 
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cardboard sign it said thanks jerry i believe that she believes that that to a great extent is what this campaign 
was all about then let me ask you a question you know our exit polls as you know we're showing that she 
has not been a great success among women that president reagan has done fairly well but you've covered 
her all throughout the country um she concentrated very heavily on women in the last couple of weeks how 
do we judge whether or not she's really had an effect on women in the country i think that's easy peter we 
look to what happens in the future every single place we went she drew out huge crowds and women who 
merely wanted to see her and feel her and touch her not all of them knew if they were going to vote for her 
i'm not sure all of them did but she was not i believe what's happened is that she will inspire plenty of other 
women on vote in both parties to say that they too can run she has in fact made it easier for other women 
including republican women we are waiting for mr reagan to appear in los angeles to say whatever he has to 
say about his victory tonight his tremendous victory tonight and we will bring that to you whenever it occurs 
probably in the next few minutes in the meantime here's where we stand with the popular vote and the 
electoral vote in today's election the popular vote you see 33 million votes it's not all in 62 percent of it 33 
million for mr reagan and 23 million for mr monday 59 a percent to 41. and here the electoral votes the ones 
that count 518 for mr reagan 13 for mondale the 13 came from his home state of minnesota and from the 
district of columbia and behind us as you see here is our map the red states went for reagan the blue state 
singular minnesota went for mr monday it's his home state and here in the studio with us benjamin hooks the 
naacp thank you for coming in nice to have you with us thank you glad to be here have 
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with us thank you glad to be here have you seen the figures on on voting in uh black areas of the country 
and if so tell us what happened well we've run an election watch special at our office and we've had some 
key precincts over the country to call in the results seem to be now that we did have a tremendously large 
black vote in those precincts which we have checked and followed and uh the overwhelming majority went 
from one there i would suspect 92 to 94 that's our information we have you're talking about your operation 
hotline 84 which you ran tonight that's right you certainly raise a question you've been one of the few groups 
in the country which has remained absolutely loyal to the democratic party tonight what do you expect to get 
from it well it's not so much a matter of what to expect to get from it's a matter of getting the country on the 
right trail we want to be in the lead we're going to be in the vanguard of those who are doing right we believe 
that the democratic party at this point and naacp is non-protestant we believe there ought to be a strong 
black presence in both the republican and democratic parties but at this junction history the democratic party 
offers more for the black community for the entire nation so black folk apology does this election result 
tonight suggest to you in a very forceful way that blacks have got to start trying to make some kind of inroads 
into the republican party it suggests two things number one and both of these naacp has been pushing for 
many many years one within the democratic father must be coalition building we cannot as black folk elect 
the president by ourselves and in very few states can we elect a governor or senator therefore we have to 
build coalitions in the democratic party secondly we must have a stronger black presence in the republican 
party to redeem the soul of that party and to move it and the direction they moved for many years until let's 
say four or eight years or 12 years ago mr hooks you say you prefer to stay with the democratic party so long 
as you do and so long as they know you're going to vote for them you don't have any leverage well i think 


that what is going to happen is that there will be a reassessment of the democratic party itself must reassess 
where it stands for instance we the the democratic party wins this election with the majority of governors 
overwhelmingly so they'll come out the 
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overwhelmingly so they'll come out the same way i think there'll be a net gain of one or two democratic seats 
in the senate probably no more than 10 or 12 loss in the house so the reagan victory is a personal victory not 
a republican party victory the republican party must look at itself when bill brock was republican national 
chairman he made a determined effort to bring blacks and menards into the party i don't think that has 
happened lately but i believe that whoever takes over in 88 must look at the fact that if you want to build a 
party as opposed to a personal charismatic movement around one person you must indeed include 
minorities in that part mr hooks we look forward to the day obviously in this country when questions of race 
don't come up on elections but in the south tonight it looks like blacks went democrat republicans went white 
particularly in the south are we seeing there a white backlash do you think i think that you see some part of 
that one thing that happened in this nation and i'm proud of being a part of that movement most white people 
in this country will not look at the mirror and say to themselves i am a racist i don't like black folk we've 
succeeded in eliminating that type of thinking for the large part but there's a sort of a subliminal feeling in this 
nation that enough has been done for black people as a people they must now get their own boot their own 
strap and try to pull themselves up and i think that reagan personifies that kind of thing i don't perceive of 
reagan as a racist in the old sense i perceive him as a man who has a lot of ideas that really won't work so 
far as the black community is concerned and most white people in the south like the idea number one mr 
reagan is personally likable person good speaker a genial and all that thing number two inflation has come 
down we got to admit that the fact that all glut may have caused it or that you had a tremendous depression 
or that the unemployment among blacks are still high is incidental and thirdly this whole idea of you know the 
wild west john wayne macho image mr reagan stood tall and grenada and all that kind of thing all of these 
things have combined to give him a big personal mandate the party must be built and i think the white people 
in 
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built and i think the white people in the south reacted to that and did white people norfolk after all it was not 
only in the south that white people voted for reagan they voted for them all over this country except perhaps 
in minnesota and this other thing to remember is that there was a lot of tickets splitting tonight because that 
was not the kind of sweep you would have expected with this kind of landslide electoral victory very good 
point thank you very much for joining us thank you benjamin hooks the director of the naacp um we are 
going to bring you up to date on the uh the governor's races and the senate races from um barry serafin and 
sander vanoker when we come back in a moment we are still waiting for president reagan to make his 
appearance out in california to make his victory speech before this extremely large crowd of supporters out 
there at reagan headquarters uh while we are waiting let us remind you again that uh we are still awaiting uh 
the opportunity to give you some definitive result of that very important illinois senate race senator charles 
percy against congressman simon although simon does hold a lead here of just about five percent 36 
percent of the precincts in illinois are still not heard from and one of the reasons we can't do much with it is 
because they are largely republican precincts that have yet to be heard from so you see a percy uh running 
behind in the popular vote but republican precinct senator percy being the republican of course which have 
not yet been heard from david now we're going to um before we go to barry's servant i want to catch up on 
something that i know a great number of people curious about well i haven't had a chance to do it in montana 
they're voting on a statewide initiative to put into the law the fact to allow non-dentists to sell false teeth well i 
am uh i don't know happy or not but i am able to report now that this initiative is being approved 
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is being approved now that that you're not a man in need are you that no justice done that's all now we're 
going to uh barry seraphin who's going to bring us up today barry david it looks like republicans are going to 
make some small gains in state houses around the country going into today's election there were 35 
democrats and 15 republicans in state houses there were 13 seats at stake six democrats seven republicans 
and at this point abc news is projecting 12 of those races and a net gain for the republicans of two here are 
some of the winners in today's election that we have projected a gardner in the state of washington archmore 
in west virginia you see north dakota rhode island arkansas delaware missouri north carolina and again at 
this point we're projecting a net gain of two gentlemen thank you barry i i think it's unfair if you if you have 
your moment of trivia and i don't have mine yes we've been talking a lot about the percy simon race and how 
it was one of the very expensive races four years ago um a 30-second political advertisement on prime time 
television cost fifty thousand dollars today the same cost 125 000 and perhaps that's one of the reasons so 
much money was spent um we're going to cut away shortly but i want to tell you that we are indeed waiting 
for the president to come out to his headquarters in california to make his victory speech that is the last great 
enormous piece of business uh waiting to be concluded this evening but as of now that is the national picture 
at 22 minutes past the hour we'll be back when the president comes back
